Homespun Touch Paying 
Off—Other Senators Do 
Not Hold Him in Highest 
Esteem, However.

state, Senator Kefauver is stayed on 
his appointed rounds by neither snow 
nor rain nor heat nor gloom of night. 

The mere contemplation of his appointed 
rounds from now until the June 5 primary 
in California would exhaust a man with a 
less formidable physical equipment. Thig 
reporter was privileged to see the Sena- 
tor’s appointment calendar for the 15-week 
period that is likely to determine his fate. 
He will be batting back and forth between 
the East Coast and the West Coast like a 
ping-pong ball, with brief pauses in Wash- 
ington for a day or two and a stopover in 
Tennessee. 

That is how he has been running ever | 
since he was bitten by the presidential 
bug five years ago. 


THIS WEEKEND he is on tour in Cali- | 
fornia on an hour-to-hour schedule begin- 
ning at eight in the morning and running | 
late into the evening. He flies back to | 
Washington Tuesday night, spends a day | 
Or two here, flies to Tennessee for fund- 
raising dinners over the next weekend 
and then takes off for Florida, where he 
launches his campaign for the 28 votes 
that state's delegation will cast at the 
Democratic convention in Chicago. The 
Florida primary is on May 29, and if Ke- 
fauver should defeat Adlai E. Stevenson 
there and add the 28 to what he already 
has from New Hampshire and Minnesota 
he would greatly increase his momentum 
for the nomination. 

After three days in Florida, he flies to 
Nebraska for a day, to New Jersey for two 
days, to Maryland for a day, to New York 
for a day, to North Carolina for a day and 
then back to Florida for three more days

of stumping. From Florida he takes off | 


for a week in California and a day 
Portland, Ore. He sleeps, when he sleeps, 
sprawled out in a seat on a plane. He be- 
gins to talk as he comes down the ramp 
to whomever may be gathered there, and 
he never stops until he gets on another 
plane. 

He does all this, if one may believe 
the ardent supporters who staff his 
small headquarters here, on a shoe- 
string. The persistent rumor is that 
Kefauver has received indirect financial 
backing from Gov. Averell Harriman 
funneled through Tammany Hall as part 
of a concerted kill-Stevenson movement. 
This the Kefauver backers deny. 


In refutation of what they say is a de- 
liberate effort to discredit the Senator 
they show a detailed tabulation of cam- 
paign contributions thus far. The gifts in 
amounts for the most part of $50 and $100 
add up to $67,259. 

The psychology the Senator exploits 
as he bats across the country is that of 
the homespun little David standing up 
to the Goliath of political bossism and 
corporate power. He appeals to deep dis- 
contents that he believes are widespread 
beneath the surface picture .of glowing 
prosperity and happy well-being painted 
by the Eisenhower Administration. The 
results in Minnesota show that he may 
very well be right and that the shadow of 
discontent is much darker than anyone in 
Washington had hitherto suspected. 

The Kefauver image viewed from 
close-up by his fellow Senators is a 
dim one. It is an understatement to say 
that he is disliked by beth Democrats 
and Republicans, with few exceptions. 
Democrats in the Senate, including 
those whe agree with his liberal views, 
complain that he does not carry his 
share of the load. He cannot be counted 
on to stay on the floor of the Senate or 
do the spade work in committee essen- 
tial to the legislative process. 


The close-up image in Washington is of 
an opportunist grabbing for himself every 
possible opening. He took the chairman- 
ship of a Senate Judiciary Subcommittee 
investigating crime and racketeering and 
the politics of crime, and parlayed it be- 
fore the television audience into nation- 
wide fame. This together with the coon- 
skin cap that came out of his fight against 
the late Boss Ed Crump of Tennessee gave 
him his first leg up on the presidency. 

In January of this year Kefauver wanted 
to be chairman of the Anti-Monopoly Sub- 
committee and conduct hearings into the 
growing concentration of economic power 
in a few giant corporations. Here was an- 
other TV opportunity with sensational 
headlines gkillfully produced for edition 
times across the country. It was reported 
that Senate Majority Leader Lyndon B. 
Johnson, of Texas, stepped in the way to 
keep Kefauver from this assignment.

Polls taken by Senator Thomas E. Mar- 
tin (Rep.), lowa, and Representative Har- 
rison A. Williams Jr. ‘(Dem.), New Jersey, 
and the indorsement by Gov. George N. 
Craig of Indiana, a Republican, of the 
President's $4,859,975.000 foreign aid pro- 
gram, indicate a surprising amount of in- 
ternational sentiment 

In addition, the formation of a new 
Committee for an Effective Foreign Aid 
Program, headed by Morris Liewellyn 
Cooke, Philadelphia engineer, and Dewey 


Institute of Washington, has been an- 
nounced. Next month a workshop meeting 
of the National Conference on Economic 
and Social Development will be held in 
Washington; one of the conference objec- 
tives is to stimulate interest in foreign aid. 
While no firm conclusions can be 
drawn from these developments, they 
tend to show that the generally negative 
attitude of Congress toward the Admin- 
istration proposals may not be a com- 
pletely accurate reflection of the na- 
tional mood. 

Last Jan. 14 Martin sent out 41,886 
questionnaires to Iowans selected without 
regard to party affiliation.

Coupled with this 
planned economy is the extensive educa- 
tion’ and training of promising scientists 
and technicians from Russia, the satellite 


and the “‘neutral” countries 
Russia, for all its vast geography, 1s 
still a “have not” nation, with a large 


deficit of foods and fibers. In this eco 
nomic competition with the United States 
it can absorb the products of industrially 
underdeveloped countries which produce 
raw materials and do it on a barter basis 
for its own industrial products and those 
from Czechoslovakia, West Germany, Po- 
land and Hungary. Because it is a dic- 
tatorship unhampered by a budget-con- 
scious legislature or electorate it can fi- 
nance these international deals at two per 
cent. a rate lower than a “capitalistic” 
country or private enterprise can meet. 

When Malenkov “resigned” from the 
Russian prime ministership in February 
last year, confessing “insufficient experi- 
ence,” the collective leadership came of- 
ficially into full power and the Russian 
“new look” in diplomacy had a chance to 
take in more territory. The Austrians 
peace treaty, blocked by the Kremlin for 
10 years, was signed and the new bosses 
put on jovial faces at home and abroad 
with their campaign to make friends and 
influence people. At the same time they 
began bartering Cémmunist arms to Egypt 
and offering armaments to other Middle 
Eastern and Asian countries. 

American and other free world diplo- 
mats knew for certain that the defamation 
of Stalin was in full swing when Khrushe 
chev and Bulganin visited Tito in Bel- 
grade and blamed the separation of Yugo- 
slavia from the Communist bloc on lies 
Beria had told Stalin and Foreign Minis- 
ter Molotov. Some American diplomats

‘Prosecution by Fear 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

As I travel throughout the coun- 
try I always manage to get my copy 
of the Post-Dispatch. As one who 
has. lived under Hitler and seen Mc- 
Carthyism at work, let me congratu- 
late you on your local exposes of the 
denial of civil liberties. 

Since St. Louis should, at least in 
part, reflect the philosophy of the 
great Pulitzer, it must amaze you to 
find your community unable to grasp 
the dangers of despotism. 

My first year philosophy students 
could understand why telephone 
taps and secret microphones are im- 
moral. Everyone is endowed with 
the right to be free from an inva- 
sion of his privacy. 

The right is given by the moral 
law: to violate it is immoral.

Do It Right—or Wait 


The Senate has been debating a most impor- 
tant matter this week. It is this: 

What if any changes ought to be made in the 
present method of electing the Président whith 
gives the nominee who carries a state ail the 
electoral of that state even though he 
wins the popular majority in the state by only 
one vote 

What is wrong with this outmoded system is 
that the nominee who wins the popular vote in 
the nation can lose the Electoral College Vote. 
This has happened several times and it can be 
expected to happen again. For example, in 
1876 Democrat Samuel J. Tilden of New York 
won the popular majority by a quarter million 
votes but lost in the Electoral College, 184 to 
185, to Republican Rutherford B. Hayes of 
Ohio. In 1888 Democrat Grover Cleveland of 
New York won the popular vote by more than 
100,000 vet lost the electoral vote, 168 to 233 
for Republican Benjamin Harrison of Ohio

These frustrations of the popular will caused 
political turmoil and a similar result would be 
a bad thing for the country in the coming or 
any other presidential election. Actually, slight 
shifts in the popular vote in key states would 
have given an electoral majority to Republican 
Thomas E. Dewey of New York eight years ago.

Since the desirability of changing the system 
is apparent the question is: How? 

Last Sunday we discussed this issue with the 
consequence that several of our readers took 
our editorial to be an indorsement of the Ke- 
fauver-Daniel ‘proposal which is now pending 
in the Senate. 

The Post-Dispatch position is what it long has 
been. We favor the abolition of the Electoral 
College as an outmoded fifth wheel. We favor 
the election of the President and Vice President 
by the popular vote of those citizens who go 
to the polls. 

Senator Douglas of Illinois who has made a 
careful study of the Kefauver-Daniel proposal 
says that it has grave defects. One of these is 
that it would permit a state to apportion its 
electoral vote on the basis of congressional dis- 
tricts now heavily weighted in favor of rural 
areas against urban areas 

The Illinois Senator has figured 
with the Kefauver-Daniel system at work, the 
defeated President nominee in 1952 might 
actually have won the electoral majority because 
of the dual system it would accord to the states. 

Another provision of the Kefauver-Daniel pro- 
posal would throw the presidential election into 
the Senate and House, sitting jointly; if 
leading candidate won less than 50 per cent 
of the vote. This provision would have tossed 
the 1948 election into Congress. A sure result 
would be to encourage the formation of splinter

TV From Moscow to Siberia 
has revealed an ambitious blueprint 
for a television network that would link Euro- 
pean Russia with the Soviet Far East. Although

Slow-Dawn for Mr. Hoffa? 


The developing struggle within’ the Interna- 
tional Brotherhood of Teamsters may seem un 
edifying. But actually it may be a sign that there 
is a vigorously democratic spirit within a union 
often regarded as boss-dominated. The fight cen- 
ters around James R. Hoffa of Detroit, one of 
the union's vice presidents who seems in a hurry 
to get to the top 

In New York Martin T. Lacey, president of 
the Teamsters’ Joint Council, has gone to court 
to keep John J. O'Rourke, a Hoffa protege, from 
taking over his position. And in the meéting of 
the international board members at Honolulu ef- 
forts are being made to “put the brakes’ 
Hoffa by giving individual unions more 
pendence in negotiations, and by blocking a 
$400,000 loan to the International Longshore- 
men's Association negotiated by Hoffa. 


This loan is a direct affront to the AFL-CIO. 
The AFL expelled the Longshoremen and 
granted a charter to a successor union in the 
effort to vid the New York waterfront of 
racketeering. Since then the combined AFL- 
CIO has threatened the teamsters’ union with 
expulsion if it extends financial aid to the 
ousted organization. 

No doubt Hoffa feels that expulsion would be 
no great blow to the teamsters. Other unions 
have withdrawn from the AFL on occasion and 
have not suffered notably from the lack of af- 
filiation. And the teamsters are in a more stra- 
tegic position than most. Often they make or 
break another union's strike by deciding to re- 
spect or to cross its picket ‘lines.

A copy of the original Mayflower is 
being constructed in the old Devon ship- 
yard of Brixham, to be a good-will gift 
from Britain to America. Because of 
interest aroused in the vessel, 
print here what some scholars believe 
to be the true story of the fate of the 
original mapriower. 

“Goodby for now, I'll be back again,” 
bellowed Christopher Jones, intrepid 
master of the Mayflower, as he pre- 
pared. to set sail for home and England 
in the early spring of 1621, leaving be- 
hind all that were left of the 102 Pil- 
grims he had contracted to bring to the 
New World in September of the previ- 
ous year. 

It was not until the craft was no more 
than a bobbing toy of a ship on the dim 
horizon that the voyagers returned to 
the colony they had established on the 
grim shore of Cape Cod Bay in Mas- 
sachusetts 

“That is probably the last of Capt. 
Jones and the Mayflower,” William 
Bradford, self-appointed leader and later 
Governor of Plymouth Colony, told the 
Puritans who had risked their all in 
their quest for religious freedom. 

As it- turned out, Capt. Jones passed 
on the following year and from that 
time on the fate of the Mayflower was 


wee Tr- 


clothed in obscurity for many years. 
Within recent years the ship’s con- 
tinued existence has been brought to 


light. 
Way to Get Good Oak 


Now owned by the Society of Friends 
in England it has been dry-docked as a 


barn all these vears in the small 
Quaher settlement of Jordans, which 
lies 20 miles or so outside London 


There are no gaudy lights above the 
door, nor even signposts directing tour- 
ists to an inspection of the building, 
since it is not the way of the Quakers 
to engage in ostentation. 

The original coat of red paint has 
been dulled by the years to the appear- 
ance of charred ebony, while the in- 
terior presents the startling effect of a 
skeleton of some prehistoric monster, 
since the boat rests upside down upon 
a brick foundation, the still seaworthy 
hull serving as a roof. 


The explanation of how the ship 
came into possession of the Quakers is 
a simple one. In the days when the 
Mayflower sailed the seas it was a gen- 
eral custom among farmers to purchase 
ships sold as salvage when no longer fit 
for nautical duty. This was the only 
way they could get good oak, for first 
claims on oak were reserved for the 
navy, and even second-hand oak was 
highly prized for building purposes. 
Framer Buvs Mavflower for $500 

According to port records in the city 
of London, the Mayflower was owned 
jointly by Christopher Jones and three 
other persons. After the doughty cap- 
tain’s passing the other owners joined 
his widow Johanna in making applica- 
tion to the British Admiralty in 1624 
to appoint an appraiser so they might 
be able to sell the ship as salvage. 

Yellowed port records show it brought 
around $500, although worth 10 times 
that amount. The ancient bill of sale 
also reveals the fact that the five great 
anchors brought less than $100 while 
someone also picked up a heavy iron 
pitch pot and iron kettle for $2.60. 

Purchased by a Buckingham farmer 
named William Russell, the ship was 
transported to his land where it was 
carefully reassembled as a shelter for 
his livestock. 

Sometime after the Society of Friends 
was founded in 1652, Farmer Russell 
sold all of his property to them. The 
brick-floored farmhouse kitchen served 
as one of the first meeting places of the 
religious group. It was from this prop- 
erty that a group of worshiping Friends, 
including William Penn, were dragged 
off to prison in 1670, although their 
leader, George Fox, protested vigorous- 


“Our only crfme is that of worship- 
ing according to our own conscience.” 
The farmhouse, although later re- 
placed by a fine brick meeting place, is 
still in existence, used now as a mote! 
American sailors are among the most 
frequent visitors, often returning with 
their buddies who, hat in hand, gaze 
in rapt amazement at the great hulking 


Structure which played such an im- 
portant role in America’s history 
At one time the Mayflower barn be- 


came the subject of a bitter controversy

When the evidence of a _ beautiful 
hand-carved door with Mayflower mo- 
tif was offered the skeptics merely 
chorused “What Mayflower?” citing the 
fact that this was a common name for 
ships in those days. 

One thing they could not deny. 
though, was that even if it was not the 
original Mayflower, the interior of the 
barn bore evidence that it was cer- 
tainly the framework of some sailing 
vessel, since bits of the iron keel still 
cling to the uprights, while the build- 
ing is fairly riddled with treenails, un- 
deniably indicative of ship construction 

There is an iron keel plate, too, and 
the curved timbers used only for the 
keel of a wooden boat, and the entire 
structure is strongly impregnated with 
salt. 


Saved by a Press Bolt 


In the meantime, one of England's 
most outstanding historians, Dr. James 
Rendel Harris, curator of manuscripts 
of the John Rylands Library, Man 
chester, was quietly piling up irrefuta- 
ble evidence which was later to estab- 
lish beyond all doubt that the daunt 
less little ship which ¢arried the Pil 
grims to American shores in the biting 
winter of 1620 and the barn at Jordans 
were one and the same. 

Retracing the perilous journey of the 
Mayflower Dr. Harris was at a distinct 
disadvantage, since the ship's log was 
lost and never recovered His efforts 
were rewarded, however, by the dis- 
covery of the faithfully kept diary of 
William Bradford, a gifted writer, who 
had recorded every detail of the May- 
flower trip. 

The journey, long delayed by adverse 
seas, ran into heavy storms. The masts 
swayed madly and then with a succes- 
sion of battering waves came disaster, 
as one of the beams amidship cracked. 

Someone thought of the iron press 
lugged along—possibly by the printer 
Bruster—and with a great iron screw 
snatched from the printing press, soon 
the sagging beam was patched, the 
Mayflower as seaworthy as ever. 

This iron device which saved the 
Mayflower in her travail was later the 
instrument which authenticated Dr. 
Harris's findings. The 15-foot long 
crack in the barn roof corresponds in 
every detail to that noted in William 
Bradford's journal.

square miles. Nothing of high- 
ly secret nature, such as nu- 
clear weapons or guided mis- 


siles systems, would be in- 
cluded. 
Mutual Confidence. 
United States officials feel 


that mutual confidence can be

evasions of a disarmament 
agreement will be impossible 
under the control and inspec- 
tion system set up.

The first stage of the amend- 
ed draft calls for the creation 
of an effective United Nations 
control corps of several thou- 
sand officials with large powers 
for inspecting anywhere and 
correcting irregularities 

In stage 1 force levels and 
military expenditures would be 
frozen and the control system 
would be established. Once the 
control system was operating 
some small reductions in con- 
ventional armaments would be 
made. 

Further Slashes. 


Stage 2 provides for further 
reductions of conventional 
forces until the 
amount to half of those to be 
made finally. When the half- 
way mark is reached, nuclear 
tests, while not prohibited, 
would be regulated and limited. 


In stage 3 the final reduc- 
tions in conventional arms 
would be completed. When 
this step had been certified by 
the control corps, 
on the use of nuclear weapons 
would go into effect, together 
with a prohibition of nuclear 
tests, the cessation of the man- 
ufacture of nuclear weapons 
and prohibition of their use 
except in defense against 
aggression. 

Elimination of nuclear weap- 
ons has been left to the future. 
when it is hoped that means of 
detection of fissionable materi- 
al can be contrived. 

The United States is in agree- 
ment with the first stage pro- 
posed but wants it followed by 
a pause while the international 
Situation is carefully evaluated.

This has long 
been an objective of Soviet for- 
eign policy.

canal and_ pipeline system 
through which the waters of the 
upper Jordan river are to, be 
carried, south to irrigate the 
parched Negev 

This Israeli water develop- 


ment plan threatens to become, 


if not a fundamental cause, 
certainly an immediate cause 
of war between the Jewish and 


Arab states. Leaders of the two 
sides made their positions clear 
In recent statements 
Intentions Plainly Stated. 
Premier David Ben Gurion 
said there would have to be 
agreement in the ‘‘near future” 
on a joint Israeli-Arab Jordan 
vallev project or else Israel 


would go ahead on its own 
“whatever happens whoever 
interferes then must bear the 


consecuences.”’ 

A highlv placed Israeli offi- 
(cial told the Post-Dispatch the 
decision to go ahead alone has 
already been made. The exact 
date has not been set, but it 
i will be about Mav 1 or shortly 
thereafter, he said 

Premier Gamal Abdel Nasser 
of Egvpt has threatened war 
against Israel if this country 
does go ahead on its own. He 
told a group of American edi- 
tors and publishers in Cairo 
last week 

“The result fof an Israeli 
attempt to divert the Jordan) 
would inevitably mean war 
The Syrians would oppose the 
move and Jordan would follow 
suit As we Egyptians have a 
joint defense pact with Syria 
we would be committed.”

Dispute Goes Deeper. 
| Jt seems clear that the dispute 
is not just about the waters of 
the Jordan but a phase of the 
greater struggle over whether 
there shall continue to be a 
Jewish state in Palestine. 

A tip-off came two weeks ago 
when 300 Syrian and Egyptian 
lawyers met at Cairo and set 
up a special Palestine Commit- 
tee. They demanded “elimina- 
tion of Israel and Zionism,” 
“rejection of peace and any 
peace talks with Israel” and 
“the rejection of the Johnston 
water plan.” 

Eric Johnston, as President 
Eisenhower's special ambassa- 
dor, announced last fall that 
differences between the Arab 
states and Israel on technical 
aspects of the joint plan had 
been reduced to a point of in- 
significance. He expressed con- 
‘fidence that the ‘differences 
could be readily adjusted. But 
political agreement seems to be 
as far away as ever, doubtless 
largely because of Arab refusal 
to recognize the Jewish state 
or tolerate its existence. 

As for the Israeli national wa- 
ter plan, it is fully consistent 
with the Johnston plan.

Description of Danger Spot. 


The Bridge of Bnot Yaacov 
(daughters of Jacob) looks the 
part of an explosive danger 
spot. A steel army bridge built 


beside the wreckage of an 
earlier masonry span _ crosses 
the Jordan at the bottom of a 


deep V-shaped canyon, carrying 
the switchback blacktop road 
that goes down the Israeli side, 
up into Syrian territory and on 
to Damascus 

Israeli frontier police man a

Each nation has a 
sentry at the bridge. Syrian 
pillboxes can be seen on the 
opposite rim.

Storage in Sea of Galilee. 

Because of seepage problems 
encountered in the Battauf res- 
ervoir, the sea of Galilee now 
has been chosen as the main 
storage reservoir to hold the 
heavy winter runoff from the 
north for irrigation use in the 
dry summer months. Canal wa- 
ter will reach the lake through 
another nine-foot pipe with a 
43,000-kilowatt opwer station at 


the bottom, near the town of 
Capernaum where Jesus gath 
ered his disciples. When water 
has to be removed from the 
lake, pumps will force it back 
up to the canal through the 
same pipe. 

Getting this power § station 
into operation will take about 


two and a half years, and the 
entire line to Beersheba is ex- 
pected to take perhaps five 
years. Thus from an engineer- 
ing standpoint remaining work 
in the demilitarized zone could 
be postponed another two 
years. 

Outside the demilitarized 
zone, the job is going ahead 
rapidly at several points.

“SPRINGTIME UPBEAT

NEW YORK, March 24 (AP) 

HE springtime business up- 
T bea started this week, de- 

spite a couple of savage on- 
slaughts from the weather. While 
the sum total of all business ac- 
tivity pointed higher, some in- 
dividual lines took it on the 
chin. Winter storms in the 
densely populated northeast 
snarled traffic, slowed produc- 
tion and cut heavily into retail 
trade. 


Snowbound assembly plants 
in the east caused a slight drop 
in the nation’s total output, al- 
ready down more than 25 per 
cent from a year ago. 

Merchants in some eastern 
cities found their hopes for a 
record Easter shopping season 


smothered under a foot-thick 
blanket of snow. Department 
store sales across the nation 


dipped below the correspond- 
ing levels of 1955 for the first 
time this year. Viewing Easter 
business prospects, the _ vice 
president of a big New York de- 
partment store complained: 
“Things were going fine until 
the blizzard hit; then we were 
slaughtered.” 

Meanwhile activity in other 
lines was mostly on the upbeat. 
The steel mills scheduled a 
scoring production pace of 2.,- 
446,000 tons or 99.4 per cent of 
capacity after hitting an all- 
time high of 2,477,000 tons the 
week before. Check clearings 
showed a gain of 17 per cent; 
business loans by New York 
banks set a new record. Once 
again, the stock market climbed 
to historic peaks. At week’s end 
the Associated Press 60-stock 
average stood at $190.50. And 


the Dow-Jones industrials av- 
erage at 513.03. 
Looking ahead, economists 


predicted a high level of over- 
all business right through to the 
end of June, followed by a dip 
in the summer months and an- 
other big upsurge in the fourth 
quarter. 

International Paper Co. an- 
nounced a 4 per cent increase 
in the price of container board, 
which is used by the ton jn 
making corrugated cardboard 
shipping boxes.

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BUSINESS 1S RIDING 
ON A HIGH PLATEAU 


NEW YORK, March 24 (AP) 
—Businesg is riding along on a 
high plateau for the fourth con- 
secutive month, the National 
Association of Purchasing 
Agents said today in its March 
survey. 

The association said its re- 
ports indicate ‘‘an acceleration 
in the upward trend in indus- 
trial materials prices, and 
further improvement in em- 
ployment with the arrival. of 
spring.” 

The report is made each 
month by the association's busi- 


ness survey committee, whose 
acting chairman is Marshall 
Pease, assistant manager of 


purchases of the Detroit Edison 
Co., Detroit, Mich. 

Thirty-three percent of pur- 
chasing agents reporting in 
March said production of their 
companies had increased, 57 
per cent said production was 
the same, and 10 per cent said 
it had declined. These figures 
closely approximated those of 
a month before. 

Thirty-three per cent of the 
purchasing executives said they 
increased their orders for 
goods, 17 per cent received less 
volume, and 50 per cent re- 
ported their order positions 
were the same as a month ago. 

Of those who answered a spe- 
cial survey question, concerning 
the projected demand for con- 
sumer durables (automobiles, 
appliances, etc.), 54 per cent 
thought the demand was hold- 
ing its own, 37 per cent saw it 
slipping and nine per cent said 
this demand is improving. 

“The consensus,” said the re- 
port, “was that credit obliga- 
| tions incurred during last year's 
record sales would act as a de- 
'terrent to further extension of 
individual debt at this time. 
However, many who reporied 
expect increased buying of con- 
sumer durable goods in the 
third and fourth quarters.”

Fishing Fineat MiamiBeach 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla.—April 
Fool is on the fish at Miami 
Beach. 


While vacationers come here 
for many things, from honey- 
moons to horse racing, some 
come solely to fish and others 
spend a substantial part of their 
time at the sport. For these 
there is no better season than 
April, May and June in these 
waters. 


Topping the list is tarpon, 
now beginning to appear in 
large numbers in their annual 
northward migration. The silver 
kings come in assorted sizes, 
from 20 pounds on up to close 
to 200, and offer some of the 
finest game fishing in the 
world. 

The ship channel at the south 
end of.the main Miami Beach 
island is one of the famous 
spots for tarpon, and is but a 
few minutes from the many 
hotels and apartments here. As 
a matter of fact, the lights 
from buildings on shore give 
some illumination for tke angler 
drifting at slack tide at night, 
a favorite time for tarpon 
fishing 

Numerous boats. some with 
skippers who specialize exclu- 
sively on tarpon, are here for 
charter by visitors. Tackle is 
provided with the boats, as well 
as know-how for. those out for 
the first time. However, the 
light tackle fancier usually has 
to furnish his own rod, which 
saves argument when a big 
fish runs away with the rig. 

White marlin likewise are 
more numerous in spring, al- 
though they 
the numbers that accompany 
the tarpon migration. The 
white marlin normally runs in 
the same’ weight class as the 
sailfish. which it somewhat re-

TRADITIONALLY, Switzerland and 
the United States maintain warm 
and friendly relations, expressed in con- 
tinuous and abundant exchange of scien- 
tific, cultural and economic activity.

This is not passive policy, but active, with an efficient defense system that 
lays a heavy burden on state’s finances and the citizen-soldier, also calls for 
a duty of international solidarity as a matter of enlightened self-interest and 
moral obligation. Thus Switzerland always strives, within its means, to con- 
tribute to peaceful settlement of problems between nations, participates in 


work of international organizations so far as compatible with the policy of 
neutrality. 


Because we feel that we pursue the same goals of peace and collaboration 
we hope and trust the confidence and friendship between Switzerland and the 
U.S. may continue and increase to our mutual benefit.

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Insurance Export Spreads 
Swiss Firms’ Risks

66Q’°WITZERLAND is the world’s second largest insurance exporting 
country, exceeded only by Britain. Both directly and in reinsur- 
ance, Swiss companies operate all over the world.” 


There are 86 private insurance com- 
panies registered in Switzerland, of 
which 61 are Swiss, the other 25 for- 
eign; of these, 16 Swiss and 3 foreign 
companies write life business. Though 
foreign companies are 29% of the total 
number, ir participation in direct 
Swiss business is small; in 1953 it 
amounted to 1.5%. 


Total premium income of Swiss in- 
surance and reinsurance business for 
1953 was, in U.S. dollars, $688,000,000. 
Of this, two-thirds of the premium in- 
come of direct insurance companies 
and as much as nine-tenths of the pre- 
mium income of professional reinsur- 
ance companies was derived from busi- 
ness abroad. 


During recent years Swiss insurance 
has made great efforts to provide cover 
for new insurance needs, in addition to 
writing the traditional forms of life, 
accident, liability, fire and marine busi- 
ness. In this connection, it has been 
possible in Switzerland, from Oct. 1, 
1953, to obtain, under movable and im- 
movable property insurance, automatic 
cover on a private basis against damage 
caused by the forces of nature. This 
supplementary insurance insures against 
damage by hazards such as landslides 
and collapse of rock, falling stones, 
avalanches, snow pressure, windstorms, 
rising waters, inundations and hail. 


New branches of insurance have re- 
cently come into existence, such as dis- 
ablement and poliomyelitis, sickness 
and accident double benefits in con- 
junction with life insurance, and pro- 
tection against the cost of long illnesses 
and critical operations. 


Burglary insurance can be supple- 
mented by insurance inst simple 
theft. Business-interruption insurance 


is becoming increasingly popular to re- 
cover irreducible costs during the in- 
demnity period and against forfeited 
profits. ne of the most recent types 
of business written is “rain insurance” 
for holidays at home and abroad, cover- 
ing wholly or in part the costs of the 
journey and acc ation in event of 
the holiday being ruined by weather. 


The small size of our country has 
led many insurance companies to de- 
velop an active business abroad in 
order to achieve the necessary techni- 
cal spread of risk. In certain cases 
these companies have founded numer- 
ous branches in foreign countries, and 
sometimes they have acquired shares in 
existing foreign companies and either 
taken them over completely or founded 
their own enterprises. In 1953 the pre- 
mium income from abroad for non-life 
insurance, without reinsurance assumed, 
amounted to $147,200,000, while that 
from Swiss business ran to only $99,- 
100,000. 


Normally Switzerland's trade balance 
is a passive one, j.¢., in general she im- 

rts more goods than she exports. 

ompensation is provided by income 
from the tourist trade and from serv- 
ices baséd on the exporting of capital, 
as well as from insurance and reinsur- 
ance. 


Swiss insurance companies are sub- 
ject to strict supervision by the Fed- 
eral Insurance Bureau, similar to that 
imposed by the different states of 
North America. Alth in practice 
the regulations placed in Switzerland 
upon foreign insurance companies are 
not more stringent than those for Swiss 
companies, the participation of foreign 
enterprises in Swiss home business is, 
as already mentioned, rather small.

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Big Banks Handle Every 


Kind of Transaction

WITZERLAND'’S economy, like that of the United States, is geared 

to a high rate of savings and capital outlays. Of especial importance 
in such an economy is the accumulation and free supply of capital funds, 
which accounts for existence in Switzerland of a banking system more 
closely-knit than any other in the world. At the end of 1954, there were 
in operation 3876 banking offices for a population of about five million, 
an average of one banking office for every 1284 inhabitants. 


There are five institutions tradition- 
ally regarded as the country’s big com- 
mercial banks. Amongst these, only 
the three leading establishments, the 
Swiss Credit Bank (Credit Suisse), the 
Swiss Bank Corporation and the Union 
Bank of Switzerland, are “commercial” 
offering complete international facili- 
ties. All were founded in the second 
half of the nineteenth century, assumed 
their present structure, characterized 
by versatility, before the first world 
war. These banks engage both in lend- 
ing and security transactions and de- 
vote considerable attention to acquisi- 
tion of deposits. They maintain branches 
in all important Swiss cities and their 
activities extend beyond national] boun- 
daries, in keeping with dependence of 
the Swiss on world trade, two fifths 
of the national income being derived 
from foreign sources. 


Coverage of foreign financial cen- 
ters is primarily assured by an inter- 
national network of correspondents. 
With a view to strengthening their ties 
with the United States, the Swiss 
Credit Bank (Credit Suisse) and the 
Swiss Bank Corporation have set up 
branches in New York. These foreign 
agencies have become valuable ele- 
ments for their respective organiza- 
tions. and much the same can be said 
of affiliated companies which the two 
banks’ constituted in North America, 
to provide services for the investment 
and custody of funds belonging to the 
mother companies’ clients. 


Unlike most American commercial 
, which concentrate on domestic 


business and are prohibited from un- 
derwriting and dealing in corporate se- 
curities, operations of the Swiss “big 
three” are consistently world-wide and 
comprise the entire range of banking 
transactions. 


Granting of credit facilities to trade 
and industry still constitutes the solid 
basis of their operations. The banks 
have always been prepared to extend 
time loans for financing industrial ex- 
pansion. To an appreciable extent, 
however, medium term credit (three 
to five years) also is accorded in con- 
nection with exports. These have ex- 
panded rapidly since the end of the 
second world war and have gone far 
in contributing towards reconstruction 
of Europe. 


Scarcely less important than lendi 

is the banks’ security business, whic 
Switzerland’s big banks promote in all 
forms. They concern themselves with 
safekeeping, buying and selling of se- 
curities both domestic and foreign. 
They are directly represented on the 
Swiss stock exchanges, and fulfill func- 
tions identical with those performed 
by brokers in the United States. As 
underwriters of new issues they possess 
considerable distributive ability, even 
by international standards, thanks to 
ote unrelenting efforts to build up a 
large and faithful clientele. This abil- 
ity, coupled with the solid monetary 
position of the country, enabled them 
after the second world war to open up, 
at a comparatively early date, the 
Swiss capital markets to deserving for- 
eign debtors.

Chemists Produce for Home, Export 


| Basten of raw materials on the one hand, but high quality of finished 

products on the other, are characteristic of most Swiss industry. 
This is particularly true of the chemical industry. Air, water and salt 
are the only things furnished at home, yet finished products are exten- 
sive and varied, and are used for the daily requirements of medicine, 
agriculture, and a growing number of other fields. 


Switzerland has made important contributions to advance of the chemical! 
industry since its beginning. This was possible because the unfavorable situation 
with regard to raw materials could be overcome by positive factors, such as the 
international character of Swiss economy, the strength in capital of the country 
and, most important, the high standard of scientific research. 


Four living Swiss chemists are holders of Nobel prizes. For decades there has 
been the closest relationship between research done in the eight institutions of 
higher learni and the private companies. Scientific work made possible 
industrial production directed to fabricating specialized products for which 
excellent technical and commercial distributive organizations are available. 


It is typical for the Swiss chemical industry that even countries which have 


a strong, and often strongly protected, production of their own are among her 
best customers. 


A convertible currency, a liberal commercial policy and tariffs among the 
lowest the world over have favored this. In Switzerland, not one single chemical 
product is subject to import restrictions and the customs fees for medical drugs 
for instance are 4.1%; for pharmaceutical chemicals 1.1%; for colouring sub- 
stances 0.8%. This means that competing products from abroad have practically 
free access to Switzerland. But by and large nobody complains about this situa- 
tion. On the contrary, it is a stimulant for steady increase of the home quality. 


While the inorganic, the electrochemical and the soda industry and several! 
others produce mainly for home demand, medical drugs, colouri substances, 
synthetic products, insecticides and synthetic scents are produced mainly for 
export. On the whole, about three quarters of the total chemical production, and 
considerably more as far as some special products are concerned, are designed 
for markets abroad all over the world. During the last years the exports of 
chemical products constituted 16-17% of the total of Swiss exports and attained 
about 900 million Swiss Francs in 1954. Besides, there are the substantial pay- 
ments for patents and licenses which the Swiss chemical industry has accorded 


abroad. Finally there is to be mentioned the important turn-over of the branch- 
establishments of Swiss firms abroad. 


The United States is not only a good customer for Swiss chemical products, 
but also an extremely important supplier. especially of raw material and auxil- 
iaries. Exchange between the two countries has been as follows:

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Swiss Prosperity Keyed Into Prosperity In United States

GWITZERLAND does not measure up to the 
United States as to territory, population, soil 
resources, etc., but it has, in common with the States, 
a liberal economic system. This has enabled the two 
sister republics to build up an extremely diversified, 
intensive economic and financial ——. which 
has all along been very amicable. What disagree- 
ments there were did not last long. They arose out 
of the war or in an endeavor to settle postwar dif- 
ferences. There is one pending now, over the im- 

rtation of Swiss watches. But by and large, the 

S. and Switzerland may be looked upon as test 
cases of the equilibrating forces of freedom in the 
international economic sphere. 


Because of the poverty of its soil and its relative 
overpopulation, Switzerland is more dependent on 
the international exchange of goods and capital than 
the United States. 

There was a time when the U.S. was leaning 
heavily on Europe for financial aid. Up to the war 
of 1914 it was actually a debtor country. But what- 


ever help America received in this way has subse- 
yr es een repaid a hundred times, its most splen- 
id repayment being the funds which the Marshall 
plan made available for European reconstruction. 


It seems only natural that Switzerland, which 
was an international creditor country as carly as 
the 19th century, not only sent many of her sons 
to the New World for pioneering but also contrib- 
uted her share to the rapid development of the North 
American Continent through direct investments and 
through buying securities on American stock ex- 
changes. f course, she also shared the periodic 
economic setbacks. 

Turning to our own times, it is well to stress 
that Swiss-American commercial ties are very inti- 
mate. To exemplify: In 1954 Swiss imports from 
the U.S. amounted to $166,000,000 (= 13% of total 
Swiss imports) and exports to the U.S. $149,000,000 
(= 12% of total Swiss exports). These figures may 
not be impressive by American standards, but it 
should be noted that Switzerland is the country with 
the highest foreign trade level per capita of popu- 
lation. Thus, as will be seen, the financial relations 
resulting from Swiss-American trade add substance 
to the amicable links which exist between the banks 
of the two countries. 


Conventional foreign trade bonds are further 
strengthened by the existence of numerous other 
links between Switzerland and America. Many of 
the biggest American corporations, such as General 
Electric, General Motors, several oil companies, In- 


ternational Business Machines and others have 
branches in Switzerland. Conversely, Swiss business 
and industry, e.g. banks, numerous insurance com- 
panies, the Swiss chemical works, the Nestle Cor- 
poration and a string of other industrial firms main- 
tain branches or sales organizations in the States. 

The tourist business between the two countries 
has also grown enormously, in the last few years 
particularly as a result of the excellent air trans- 
port facilities. The travel] trade has always been a 
weighty item, because of the manifold family ties, 
and tourist spending is an important source of finan- 
cial transactions and connections. 

From a purely financial viewpoint it goes without 
saying that the United States, by reason of the domi- 
nant position of the dollar among the world’s cur- 
rencies, and as a center of the world’s gold reserves 
is, in itself, of great economic importance to Swit- 
zerland. The American foreign exchanges exert a 
far-reaching influence on the determination of ex- 
change rates over here and this influence is of course 
closely studied in Switzefland which does, by the 
way, a large foreign exchange business with the 
United States. 

There exists no “transfer problem” between the 
two countries, yet public transfer movements take 
place because the Swiss Confederation, which cur- 
rently experiences a superfluity of funds in connec- 
tion with its monetary policy, invests part of these 
from time to time through American financial insti- 
tutions. There was a time, during and after the first 
World War, when the Swiss Government had to raise 
money in the New York capital market. This was 
the 5% Loan of 1915 of $15,000,000, in aduition to 
which other loans were raised between 1919-1924 
totaling $115,000,000, one of which, in 1920, amounted 
to $25,000,000 at 8 per cent. All these loans were 
very promptly repaid. In fact the remainder of the 
said 8% loan was redeemed after the devaluation of 
the dollar at the old dollar rate, i.e. at a premium. 

The cities of Zurich and Berne, too, obtained 


American loans of $6,000,000 each at 8 per cent di- 
rectly after the war of 1914-1918, which they repaid 
in 1926. 


At present Swiss investments in American securi- 


ties have grown to extraordinary size, probably ex- 
ceeding the volume reached before the second world 


war. As may be known, the aggregate of all Swiss 
balances in the U.S., blocked during the last war, 
was $1,000,000 000. 

The close relationship between the American and 
the Swiss stock exchanges—the preponderating influ- 
ence of the former on the latter is not denied, mani- 
fests itself in the many American equities which 
are listed on one or more of the Swiss exchanges. 
They are: Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Co., Canadian 
Pacific Railroad Co., Pennsylvania Railroad Co., 
American Telephone & Telegraph Co., Consolidated 
Natural Gas Co., Pacific Gas & Electric Co., The 
Goodyear Tire & Rubber Co., International Paper 
Co., U.S. Steel Corporation, International Nickel 
Company of Canada Ltd., Kennecott Copper Cor- 
poration, General Electric Co., General Motors Cor- 
poration, E. I. du Pont de Nemours & Co., Eastman 
Kodak Co., Standard Oil Co. (New Jersey), Union 
Carbide & Carbon Corporation, Montgomery Ward 
& Co. Inc., F. W. Woolworth Co., General Foods 
Corporation, National Distillers Products Corpora- 
tion. 

This list speaks for itself and explains why stock 
market outlooks and trends in the U.S. are followed 
in Switzerland with the keenest interest. 

Moreover, very important clients of American 
commission houses are the Swiss investment trusts 
which specialize largely in American stocks. These 
trusts hold at present a total of $130,000,000 in Amer- 
ican shares, of which approximately $100,000,000 is 
in the portfolio of the America-Canada Trust Fund. 
This Fund is managed by an affiliate of the Union 
Bank of Switzerland; the INTRAG (A.G. fur Ver- 
waltung von Investment Trusts. Zurich-Lausanne). 

Aside from these opportunities to acquire an in- 
terest in American stocks, the Swiss investor may 
of course buy any individual security directly through 
the American stock exchanges. 

These manifold and intensive financial ties be- 
tween the U.S. and Switzerland are in the last re- 
sort based on mutual trust. They are moreover only 
possible in a liberal world and they testify to the 
unparalleled power of the free world economy to 
create wealth. The implication of such a system is 
that if one member hurts the other, it does not only 
inflict damage on this member but also on itself and 
the entire community.

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Swiss Railways Form Europe’s Crossroads 
by DR.

WITZERLAND has been for ages and con- 
tinues to be of greater importance to Euro- 
pean communication than the area of the country, 
or its rugged topography, might suggest. 
Rome’s Legions were traveling over Swiss 
Alpine passes, and so did Rome’s one-time bug- 
bear, Hannibal, in 218 B.C. 
Throughout the Middle 
Ages, merchants, pilgrims and 
other wayfarers used those 
shortcuts, then little more than 
hazardous mountain tracks. 
Things remained much the 
same until Napoleon I., after 
his rather uncomfortable cross- 
ing of the Alps in 1800, or- 
dered a carriage-way to be 
constructed over the Simplon 
Pass (1801-1805). Other passes 
were afterwards developed and

of the new facilities. a 5 

It was, however, the railways - : 
that really opened up Switzer- ~» 
land. Railway construction we 
made a real and effective start 
after 18650, except for a short 
section of 1.2 miles which the 
French Eastern Railways had extended into the 
frontier town of Basle, in 1844, and another sec- 
tion of 144% miles opened between Zurich and 
Baden, in 1847. The latter is of historic interest, 
as it represents the first railway line to be built 
actually within Switzerland. 

Railway construction, to start, took the line of 
least resistance, followed rivers and crept up 
valleys, to form a nucleus of a Swiss tem 
which was, in its first conception, mainly based 
on the plans of the famous lish railway en- 
gineer, Robert Stephenson. Tunnels ha of 
course, to be bored. But before attacking the 
Alpine barrier, the Hauenstein tunnel was con- 
structed through the Jura range. 

Italy’s and France’s experience with the Mont 
Cenis tunnel, opened in 1860, encouraged Switzer. 
land to the arduous task of overcoming the Alpine 
barrier, too. The Gotthard tunne] (9% miles) 
was peesese in 1882. There followed the Simplon, 
the first track (124 miles), in 1906, the Loetsch- 
berg (9 miles), in 1913, and again the Simplon, 
the second track (a few yards longer than the 
first), in 1922. These tunnels are among the 
longest in the world. Yet, there are many 
others, in fact, 240 of them, on the network of

3146 bridges of at least 6% 
foot each (the longest arch 
across the gorge of the river 
in Berne in one span is 495 
feet), or covering a _ total 
l h of 22% miles.

3 = communications was only one 
of the incentives for develop- 
ment of the Swiss railway sys- 
tem. Switzerland’s scenery at- 
tracted numerous tourists. 
Their access to the spectacular features of Al- 
pine regions had to be facilitated. The Swiss 
railways carried out this task by extending their 
lines and increasing the comfort of travel. 

At the beginning of this century, the Swiss 
Federal Railways were established, as an 
amalgamation of a number of important private 
lines bought up by the State. Together with 
other main and secondary lines, tramways, rack- 
and-pinion and cable railways, still owned by 
Cantons, municipalities or private owners. 
Thanks to their tunnels, the railways also 
“piggy-back” motor-traffic, when mountain 
roads are snowed in, or motorists wish to save 
time. 

The international transit lines. crossing the 
country from north to south, via the Gotthard, 
Loetschberg and Simplon, and, to a lesser degree, 
those from west to cast are mainstays of the 
Swiss railway system. Like the center of a spi- 
der’s web, they are anchored to other interna- 
tional lines, criss-crossing the whole of Europe, 
and carry an important share of the traffic Se. 
tween Northern Europe and Italy and between 
the Western and Eastern parts of the Old 
Continent.

Marks Communications

[pESPITE the tremendous difference in size, the United 

States of America and Switzerland have many political, 
cultural, economic and, above all, technical affinities. In the 
technical field, transport and communications services may 
be cited. In Switzerland public transport has largely been 
controlled by Government, in the United States this can be 
said of the Postal Service only. In 1849, one year after the 
Swiss Confederation had been founded, the posts, together 
with the postal stagecoach passenger service, which had been 
in the hands of the Cantons or private enterprise, were taken 
over by the Federal Government. The telegraph service was 
operated by the Federation from its start in 1852. The first 
private telephone networks were also transferred to Govern- 
ment ownership after a very short period. 


All communications services had rapid development. The 
Swiss PTT-Administration which includes the postal, tele- 
graph and telephone services, is making every effort to be 
rated among the best; -— of money remittance by postal 
cheque is hardly equalled by any other country. There is a 
permanent post office to every three square miles, one for 
every 1249 persons in the cultivatable areas. 


At an early stage, Switzerland began to take an active part 
in international airmail traffic. There are excellent airmail 
connections between Switzerland and the United States. Amer- 
ican aircraft carry mail to Geneva and Zurich, and Swiss 
planes take mail to New York. 


In ratio of telephones to population, Switzerland ranges 
fourth. There are 23.2 telephones to every hundred persons; 
99 per cent of the Swiss telephone subscribers are served by 
automatic exchanges. Ninety-cight links with extra-European 
countries bear evidence of the importance of the overseas 
telephone traffic, which is especially heavy to and from the 
United States. Moreover, there are 13 radio links with ships 


at sea as well as links between Switzerland and United States 
aircraft. 


As much as 98 per cent of the Swiss telephone network has 
been placed into cables in the last few years. 


In the international field a semi-automatic rapid telephone 
service has been introduced with some of our neighboring 
countries, which in most cases does away with any waiting 
time, and in the districts close to the German and Austrian 


frontiers a fully automatic telephone service across the border 
is in operation.

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Zurich Dominates Swiss 


Financial Activities

TH | position of the City of Zurich as the most important financial center 

in Switzerland is today unchallenged. It is particularly in the traffic between 
the U.S.A. and Switzerland that Zurich plays a dominating role, for the majority 
of fimancial operations between the two countries is probably effected via this 


center, 


The first powerful impulses towards 
a development of the city into a fi- 
nancial center were given by the 
change-over from small manufacturing 
to industrial production in the middle 
of the nineteenth century, and the at- 
tendant necessity of providing capital. 
The building of railroads, too, required 
funds far beyond the scope of private 
capital. The second half of the century 
accordingly witnessed the formation of 
the large Swiss commercial banks 
which soon acquired a position of im- 
portance in international banking. 

Of the five large banks, three (Credit 
Suisse, Union Bank of Switzerland, 
Lew) have their registered head offices 
in ich. Of the aggregate balance- 
sheet total of the large banks, amount- 
ing to 9686 billions of francs, 5201 bil- 
lions (53.7%) fell to the three Zurich 
banks, 2.96 billions (30.8%) to the Basle 
ban Swiss Bank Corporation) and 
1.5 billions (15.6%) to the Berne bank 
| Populaire Suisse) in the year 
| . 


Of the balance-sheet total of all can- 
tonal banks, which amounted to 
12.728 billions of francs (end of 
1954), 2481 billions or 19%% were 
accoumted for by Zurich, 535 millions 
or 4.1% by Basle, and 256 millions or 
2% by Geneva. 

In the field of foreign exchange, the 
position of the Swiss banks has be- 
come especially strong within the last 
few decades, and it is ticularly in 
exchange dealings that Zurich belongs 
among the internationally leading cen- 
ters. The Swiss exchange market of- 
fers special opportunities because the 
Swiss franc, in contradistinction to 
currencies such as the dollar, is both 
hard and soft, the latter owing to the 
numerous bilateral and multilateral 
clearimg treaties that Switzerland has 


made with countries of the non-con- 
vertible currency area. Therefore the 
majority of exchange operations from 
soft currency into hard currency and 


vice-versa, and the commodities trade 
that involves such operations, are 
handied in Swiss banking centers. It 
is well known that transactions of this 
type are handled for American ac- 
counts on a large scale; they sub- 
stantially contribute to the adjustment 
of irreal exchange rates and thus 
catalyze the international exchange of 
goeee and services. Zurich’s share in 
the Swiss foreign exchange total is 
estimated to amount to approximately 
25 per cent, the foreign exchange trans- 
actions effected by. the National Bank 
of Switzerland, which are entirely con- 
centrated in Zurich, not included. 
Zurich also plays a very special part 
in international gold traffic, since 
Switzerland is one of the very few 
countries in the world in which gold 
of any type can be traded at entirely 
free rates; imports, exports and de- 
sits of the metal, which still per- 
orms an important function as a capi- 
tal investment in the countries of Eu- 
cope and the Middle and Far East. are 
subject to no restriction whatever. 

In the field of letters of credit about 
one third of all letters opened with 
Swiss banks is handled via Zurich. In- 
ternational transit trade is of particu- 
lar importance here, and it is gradually

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Zurich Airport 


International Crossroads 


By DR. P. MEIERHANS

HE Zurich Airport received almost 700,000 passengers in 1955. This figure is 

noteworthy for a country whose population is only about 5,000,000. Almost all 
of these passengers were “international.” Because of the small area of the country, 
domestic air traffic is relatively unimportant. 


The more than average increase of 
19% in passenger traffic, and 21% in 
freight traffic in 1955, as compared to 
1954, speaks for itself. Since 1949 the 
volume of traffic has tripled. On Janu- 
ary 6, 1956, i.e., seven and one - half 
years after the opening of the Zurich 
Airport, the three-millionth passenger 
was welcomed. In passenger traffic 
Zurich ranks seventh in the list of big 
cities, such as London, Paris, etc. 

At present Zurich is being served by 
the following 14 airlines: Swissair, Air 
France, Air India, BEA, BOAC, EI-Al, 
LAI, KLM, Panair do Brasil, SABENA, 
SAS, Seaboard and Western Airlines, 
TWA and YAT. Direct connections 
with all the continents of the world are 
maintained as well as with the most 
important economic centers of Europe. 
For both national economy and tourist 
trade the multiple direct connections 
with the U.S.A. (Swissair, El-Al, TWA), 
to Central America (KLM), to South 
America (Swissair, KLM, Panair do 
Brasil, SAS), to South Africa (KLM, 
SAS), to the Near and Far East (Swiss- 
air, Air India, TWA, BOAC, KLM, 
SAS), and to Australia (BOAC) are 
particularly important. The most fre- 
quented European connections are those 
to London (56 flights per week), Frank- 
fort (32), Paris (27), Rome (22), etc. 

To date about 112,000,000 francs have 
been invested in the Zurich Airport. 
Out of these, 57,000,000 francs were 
granted by the population of the canton 
of Zurich (made possible by referen- 
dums held on May 5, 1945, and von J 7, 
1950), 31,000,000 by the Swiss Confed- 
eration and 8,000, by the cities of 
Zurich and Winterthur. For the build- 
ings, 16,000,000 francs were provided by 

rivate enterprise. Airport construction 

gan in 1946; by June 1948 it was 
opened to traffic. 


Maintenance of the airport is secured 
by the canton of Zurich. Owing to both 
the high rate of air traffic and the great 
number of visitors from all over Switz- 
erland and from abroad, it was possible 


to close the books on the airport con- 
struction with a surplus of about 500,000 
francs. 

Zurich possesses a modern three-run- 
way airport of class Bl accord to 
the standards of the International Civil 
Aviation Organization. The blind-land- 
ing runway, measuring 6560x247.5 feet 
(2600x75m) is one of the largest run- 
ways in Europe. The second runway for 
intercontinental traffic is 6270x196 feet 
(1900x60m). third runway, 5065x 
148.5 feet (1535x45m), was built for 
light twin-engine aircraft only. In re- 
spect to the anticipated jet passenger 
traffic it is highly important that the 

ssibility exists to extend the blind- 

ding runway to 11,550 feet (3500m) 
in length, and the western runway to 
8250 feet (2500m). 

In order to maintain the regular 
schedule of flights it is essential that all 
aircraft land and take off safely in all 
kinds of weather conditions, and at 
night. The canton of Zurich commis- 
sioned the Radio-Schweiz A.-G. for 
wireless telegraphy and _ tele y, 
which is 50% government-cwn with 
flight control and transmission. the 
radio-electric navigation equipment 
available, a number of radio beacons 
and an instrument-landing system, well 
known in the U.S.A., are considered 
most important. By using the most up- 
to-date facilities for land in bad 
weather, the surveillance ra equi 
ment and the ground control approa 
the Zurich Airport is capable of pro- 
viding the utmost of help and security 
for approaching aircraft.

U.S. Ranks Third 
As Buyer of 


Swiss Cheese 


FrOR millions of persons all over the 
world the name of Swiss Emmen- 
thal Cheese represents rfection. 
Housewives and epicures alike know 
that the red Trade Mark SWITZER- 
LAND, a guarantee for the origin, 
ensures a delicate flavour and high 
quality. For this reason one can find 
real Swiss cheese even in those coun- 
tries which are themselves producers, 
and who even go so far, in some cases, 
as to try to imitate the real Swiss 
Emmenthal Cheese. 

More than 500 years ago agents of 
the cheese producing centers of Switz- 
erland visited the markets of France 
and Prussia (Germany). The U.S.A.

Swiss cheese owes its unprecedented 
success to a whole series of factors:— 
Agricultural conditions, position and 
climate are all ideal for dairy produce.

ormer and the practical knowledge of 
the latter, and by a long and fine tra- 
dition they have together created and 
maintain throughout the centuries 
the world-wide fame of Swiss cheese. 

Naturally, the processes of manu- 
facture have been developed in the 
course of the years, but never to such 
an extent as to affect the flavour of the 


cheese. Today, the village cheese fac- 
tories have been modernized. The 
cheese makers, of which there are real 
dynasties where for generations the 
profession has d from father to 
son, now atte special dairy schools 
and later can attend special courses. 
They are all well versed in hygiene, 
chemistry and bacteriology. 

The Federal Economic and Bacteri- 
ologic Experimental Station Berne- 
Liebefeld and the Swiss Technical Uni- 
versity in Zurich have laboratories 
equipped for scientific research in 
questions relating to the manufacture 
of cheese. Thus peasants and cheese 
makers work together with Trade and 
Science in the interest of quality.

Moreover, not only is the quality of 
the milk, the process of manufacturing 
and the cheese itself regularly con- 
trolled, but good dairy-farmers and 
cheese makers also receive special 

emiums, an incentive to quality. 

hen the cheese finally comes into 
the cellars of the exporters it still re- 
quires many months of technical skill 
and care until it is ripe for consump- 
tion. Each cheese demands individual 
treatment: It is regularly tested. This 
individual attention contributes to the 
quality of Swiss cheese. Those who 
have had the opportunity to follow the 
various stages of cheese production, 
from the delivery of the milk to the 
dairy, to the packaging for export, 
could not fail to be impressed by the 
exceptional care taken, for the con- 
sumer is a keen observer. He wants 
the best goods for his money, and he 
is right. is the Swiss know, and they 
act accordingly. 

The cheese maker is always delighted 
when his cheese achieves success. 
When I visited the prize-winners in a 
big cheese maki competition in 
Switzerland, I f that the cheeses 
made by the winner of the Gold Medal 
were sold as far afield as the Vatican, 
and had been for many years, as this 
master cheese maker is over 70 years 
old. Another winner had just sent a 
quantity of his cheese to South Africa. 


Swiss Import 
Many Foodstuffs, 
Much From U.S.A.

LY about 16 per cent of the Swiss 

population farms, so herdsmen are 
about as scarce here as are real old- 
fashioned cowboys in the U.S.A. And 
since farms here average about 10 times 
smaller than average farms in America, 
production per man is less. The rest 
of the people earn their living in in- 
dustry and commerce, including serv- 
ices to tourists. 

As a result, Switzerland imports 
foodstuffs at the rate of $70 per capita, 
half from European countries, half 
from overseas. In overseas imports, 
foodstuffs from the United States lead. 

Swiss importers are obliged by law 
to keep continuous reserves and, in so 
doing, must buy only top quality farm 
products such as cereals, oil seeds, 
foodstuffs, seeds for planting, etc. As 
for wheat, imports must be such as to 
constitute a complement to home-grown 
soft wheat (European wheats generally 
have rather low protein), hence, top- 
grade U.S. wheats, Northern Spring, 
for example, are preferred. 

U.S. corn, if dried too quickly, some- 
times causes trouble because the in- 
terior of the kernel is not dry enough 
and losses thereby occur in transport 
or in storing. 

Our country respects engagements 
made with the Organization for Euro- 
pean Economic Co-operation regarding 
the liberalization of trade, and Switz- 
erland applies the same regulations in 
trade with the U.S.A. Further, we have 
an easy custom-system based upon the 
import weight, not ad valorem of the 

goods, and the charges levied upon 
foodstuffs still are based on unchanged 
and generally considered modest pre- 
war rates. Switzerland however, like 
most of other European countries, has 
had to take certain protective measures 
for its agriculture production. 

Switzerland buys in the U.S.A. food 
and foodstuff in great diversity through 
private trade (even wheat) though im- 
port of the latter is under Govern- 
ment’s monopoly.

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International Air Transport Wipes Out Ignorance and Prejudices

LY a few decades ago trips by Swiss to the 

United States were rare events. The number of 
Americans who visited Europe, and our country in 
particular, was also relatively small. In both cases 
the privilege of crossing the Atlantic was reserved 
for those with the necessary time and money. This 
lack of personal contact added fuel to numerous 
prejudices current in Switzerland about America and 
in the United States about Switzerland. The Ameri- 
can who made private or business trips to the old 
world was generally regarded in our country at that 
time as an enormously rich man who had rapidly 
amassed a fortune or had risen from dishwasher to 
captain of industry in the “country of unlimited pos- 
sibilities.” The American, on the other hand, imagined 
Switzerland to be a region of yodelling Alpine cow- 
herds, with a few cheese dairies, watchmaking and 
chocdélate factories and a number of luxury hotels. 

If this situation has changed substantially for the 
better yr: this is not least due to the gigantic 
progress achieved in the field of peaceful air traffic. 
Switzerland and its air transport company, Swissair, 
may claim to have made a positive contribution to 
this development. In 1932 Swissair was the first 
European airline company to use Lockheed-Orion 
aircraft of American origin on its air routes and thus 
to acquaint Europe with the products of the American 
aircraft industry. Subsequently, too, Swissair was 
among the first companies to acquire the Douglas 
DC-2 and later the DC-3, the DC-4, the Convair 
Liner and the DC-6B, and to place orders for the 
latest DC-7C as well as for the Convair Metropolitan. 
The pioneering act of introducing American aircraft 
to the European Continent was undoubtedly a bril- 
liant success, both for our firm and for the RB see 
suppliers who, ks to the quality of their products, 
largely control the European market today. Thus, 
for instance, Swissair’s entire fleet consists exclu- 
sively of types produced in U.S.A. and comprises at 
present six DC-6B for services across the North and 
South Atlantic, as well as to the Near and Far East, 
seven Convair Liners, three DC-4’s and nine DC-3’s 
for the medium and short routes of the European 
network.. The Convair Liners will shortly be replaced 
by eight Convair Metropolitans, and the long-distance 
fleet will be complemented in 1956/57 by four Doug- 
las “Seven Seas” and, later on, by jet aircraft, where- 
by the expansion of the long-distance services and 
the intensification of the transatlantic flights will 
enter an acute stage. 

Although Swissair is regarded as the national! Swiss 
airline company, it is not a nationalized concern. 
Seventy per cent of the share capital is in private 
hands only the remaining 30 per cent is held by 
public institutions. Thanks to this predominantly

private character with all its advantages in respect 
of operational efficiency, the company has not re- 
quired any state subsidies for years, except for an 
annual contribution in the interests of military 
economy, which amounts to some $100,000, and is 
intended for the training of aircrew. In Switzerland 
no subsidies are paid, in particular, by the postal 
authorities. 

Since 1948 the aircraft marked with the white cross 
on the red ground have also been flying regularly 
across the North Atlantic after Trans-World Airlines 
had begun the first scheduled connection between the 
United States and Switzerland as early as 1947 and 
had thus most commendably brought the two coun- 
tries a great deal closer together. In recent years 
American-Swissair traffic in both directions has in- 
creased in a gratifying manner, the mutual exchange 
of passengers and goods is still on the upgrade and 


Swissair will soon be able to raise the number of its 
transatlantic flights from seven to ten a week. The 
result of the increased number of business and private 
contracts between Switzerland and U.S.A. is that the 
citizens of both nations have got to know, understand 
and appreciate each other much better. In other 
words, the closer, and at the same time broader con- 
tact between the two nations, which has been made 
possible by modern air travel in general, greatly as- 
sists international understanding among peoples. We 
in Switzerland are the more pleased at this, as com- 
mercial air traffic is for us not a question of national 
prestige, but an economic necessity. 

Switzerland, being a land-locked country, has no 
direct access to the open sea and thus our air space 
must replace our non-existent coasts. Our country 
therefore possesses, in Geneva-Cointrin, Zurich- 
Kloten and Basel-Mulhouse, no fewer than three air- 
ports of intercontinental significance. This fact, in 
conjunction with its outstanding geographical posi- 
tion in the centre of Europe, enabled Switzerland to 
become an important crossroad of worldwide air 
traffic in the postwar years. In addition, she is known 
throughout the world as the tourist country par ex- 
cellence and attracts more and more visitors every 
year. Thus, from 1938 to 1954 the number of Amer- 
ican visitors to Switzerland increased roughly three- 
fold. It is estimated that well above 150,000 Ameri- 
can tourists will have come to our country in 1955. 

Switzerland, however, also exerts a great power of 
attraction as an important centre for trade, industry, 
banking and insurance, etc. Since, moreover, it has 
no raw materials, it must import and process them 
and re-export the finished or improved products. 
Thus it comes about that export business and tourssm 
are the main pillars of Swiss national economy. A 
liberal trade policy and the necessary international 
character of the economic activity of a small country 
which is surrounded on all sides by foreign states 
naturally call for favorable communications. The air- 
plane has therefore become the quickest, most con- 
venient and far-reaching means of transport for an 
important part of the economic structure. Today, for 
instance, there is a very brisk air freight traffic 
between Switzerland and the United States. Swissair 
has been obliged to use one of its aircraft, once a 
week provisionally, purely as a freight carrier across 
the North Atlantic. Numerous products of Swiss 
industry, such as watches, precision instruments, 
machine components, small apparatus, textiles, chem- 
icals, and so on are splendidly suitable as air freight. 
From U.S.A. the articles brought to Switzerland by 
air are, as a rule machines, tobacco, preserves, nylon 
stockings, ready made clothing, periodicals, news- 
papers and other printed matter, films and occasion- 
ally small sport airplanes. The volume of air freight 
will undoubtedly increase considerably in the next 
few years.

The man from Switzerland has no opportunity to speak 
about American laws or restrictions which impose addi- 
tional costs on American buyers (even though he may 
have to go without American products later).

Still Require 
Pipe Beneath 


How well the fancy colored 
plumbing fixtures and scien- 
'tifically planned bathrooms 
function still will depend on 
the hidden soil, waste and sewer 
pipes that serve them, declared 
Homer E. Robertson of the Cast 
Iron Soil Pipe Institute, a lead- 
ing plumbing industry spokes- 
man. He added that home buy- 
ers and home owners must con- 
tinue to pay careful attention to 
the unseen plumbing while ad- 
miring the beautiful styling and 
modern efficiency of the new 
bathrooms. This is vital, he 
said, to family health and com- 
fort and to the home's resale 
value. 

For example, larger families 
now put common plumbing fix- 
tures to increased use — bath 
tubs, wash basins, toilets, kitch- 
en sinks and showers. Also, 
many new devices are popular 
~—home laundries, dish washers, 
garbage disposal units. It’s esti- 
mated that the average home's 
sanitary system carries away 
over 200 gallons of soil and 
waste each day! Obviously, a 
pipe failure within or outside 
the house could result in a 
health hazard as well as costly 
destruction of decoration, 
scaping and paved areas. 

A home waste-disposal system 
has three parts. The soil stack 
with its branches from various 
plumbing fixtures join a main 
drain which empties into the 
house sewer outside the build- 
‘ing. The vent stack and its 
branches from each fixture fa- 
cilitate proper flushing and 


|drainage and carry away pos- 


sible sewer gas. The house 
sewer underground connects the 
soil stack (a few feet outside the 
foundation) to the city sewer or 
private septic tank

precautions should be taken. 
Indoors, avoid installing heavy 
built-ins over them and provide 
an access panel for emergency 
repairs. When hanging a heavy 
picture, aim for a stud, because 
nails can puncture non-cast iron 
pipe Should remodeling re- 
quire opening the walls, check 
pipes for leaks or corrosion. If 
bubbles form after brushing 
questionable pipe surfaces with 
a soap solution, gas or air is 
escaping. Prevent trouble later 
by repairing them immediately. 

Outdoors, avoid building 
driveways or planting trees over 
house sewers that are not cast 
iron; otherwise, ~ehicles might 
crush them or roots could pene- 
trate the joints and clog them. 
The house sewer can be located 
easily for this purpose. Usually, 
it follows the straightest line 
between the house entry and 


city sewer connection or 
septic tank. The

performance in the past, a

The housing outlook for the 
next year is good, Senator John 
Sparkman (Dem.), Alabama, told 
members of the Institute.

But he also pointed to the “dis- 
couraging and sobering influ- 
ence” of “the worsening posi-

Today, as a result of 
their hard work, their seven- 
room prefabricated Cape Cod 
home stands on the land, gur- 
rounded by three attractive 
small gardens. 


Compost Down First. 

Their home (a prefabricated 
house) was built eight years ago 
on a 13.77-acre tract. Con- 
structed on a partial basement, 
it consists of living room, din- 
ing room, kitchen, four bed- 
rooms, and three baths. It is 
Cape Cod in style, white clap- 
board with dark green shutters 
and small paned windows 

Before final grading was com- 
pleted, the Shapleighs put a 
thick layer of compost ‘n the 
immediate area of the house. 
The compost consisted of 
leaves, debris, and clay pro- 
duced humus about 10 feet 
below the surface. 

No topsoil was hauled in. 
The Shapleighs planted Sudan 
grass, plowed it under, ther 
limited the ground. Next they 
planted Lespedeza and rye 
which they permitted to grow 
and re-seed itself. They are 
currently planting a mixture of 
rye and blue grass and now 
have a good stand of grass, 
most of which is kept as a pas- 
Lure 

Ditches caused by erosion 
were filled in with debris such 
as bricks and tree branches. 
Dirt was pushed in on top of 
the fill with a tractor, and the 
steepest places on the hill were 
terraced, A large ditch near the 
front entrance has been planted 


ditches 


with honeysuckle which is 
clipped very low to permit 
growth of sp bulbs. 

Ground the house and 


in a vegetable garden has been peted in myrtle. Excellent spec- 


fertilized twice with ammonium 
nitrate and regular applications 
of manure and compost. 


Between the house and Mason 
road, which lies just to the 
north, the owners planted by 
hand a hedge of 5000 Multiflora 
roses. Now, after eight years, 
the hedge is nearly six feet 
high and serves to fence in 
horses. Birds enjoy the hedge 
berries and it has added to the 
privacy of the home. 


Originally there were no trees 
near the house. Today, two smal! 
orchards consisting of various 
fruit trees add to the general 
landscaping. 

The shape of the house has 
enabled the owners to create 
three attractive small gardens

Severe Drouth, Fires 
In Southern Florida

ATLANTA, Ga 
O column, unless it were written daily, could keep 
N abreast of the travels of an Audubon Screen Tour lec- 
turer. And no Audubon lecturer, traveling at the rate 
he does, cquid turn out a daily column. Since we landed 
. back in Miami from the 
Caribbean we have tra- 
versed the length of Flor- 
ida, or most of it, five 
times and are now far up 
in Georgia and will soon 
be headed north to the 
Great Smoky Mountains 
and then westward on the 
last long leg of our jour- 
ney 
Florida is a state which 
almost defies description, 
although if we had to 
wrap it up in a few words 
for the length of our stay, 
the words certainly would 
be “warm sunshine and 
hospitality.” But a few 
words aren't enough, so I'll 
try to telescope our adven- 
tures into some inadequate 
When we flew in from Jamaica, our good 


paragraphs 
friend Syd Heckler met us at the airport and we went to 
supper at Wayne Short's jewel of a house on the ocean at 


Coconut Grove. Then, though it was after dark, we loaded 
our gear into the faithful Clipper and headed north for 
Clewiston on Lake Okeechobee where we hoped to spend 
part of a day birding with ornithologist Alex Sprunt of 
the Audubon Society, who makes his headquarters there 
curing early spring.

Southern Florida has been suffering from a 
severe Grouth and we passed tremendous fires 
burning both in the Everglades and in the drained 
pasture lands where Brehman cattle graze. This 
combination of fire and dry weather has dropped 
the water table dangerously in the whole area and 
must be taking a heavy tok of birds and all other 
wildlife. In fzct, I'd ventu™ that today Florida 
has the worst fire record of any state. Much of 
the burning is deliberate to control palmetto scrub 
on the grazing lands, yet the removal of green 
cover from the land and the destruction of humus 
year after year will eventually cause irreparable 
dzmage to the state's soil and perhaps even change 
the rainfall pattern. 


. * * 


@ LAKE OKEECHOBEE isn't an easy place to go bird- 


ing. It is entirely surroundéd by a great hurricane dike to 
protect the grazing, vegetable and sugar cane lands against 
tidal waves which have on occasion literally lifted several 


feet of water out of the lake bed and blown it across the 
land. Also, due to drouth ang drainage, the lake level is 
far below normal and birds have been forced to move far 
out. Yet as we drove around the west boundary, a dis- 
tance of some 60 miles, we found a little road leading out 
to a fishing camp and turned aside to see whether it would 
lead to the water. Before long we saw the vast expanse 
of Okeechobee stretching ahead of us; and perched atop 
the dike, peering through a bird-spetting scope, was a tall, 
lean outdoorsman whom we recognized as Sprunt, even seen 
from the back. Standing next to Aim with binoculars at his 
eyes was our friend Tommy Beers of Chicago.

Incidentally, we saw here our only white peli- 
cans of the trip; great birds with a nine-foot wing- 
spread which are uncommon enough to be a find 
for the casual observer. There were also cattle 
egrets and some ducks and shore birds, as well as 
Audubon's Carccara and two bald eagles. These 
helped run our Florida bird list up to about 100 
spegies, which isn't bad when you're doing most of 
the observing from a car at 60 miles an hour and 
hhven't time to stop for every duck, shorebird and 
songbird. But we missed sering the vanishing 
Everglade kite and also the painted buntings which 
are present in this area.

@ AFTER DRIVING to Jacksonville at the north edge of 
Florida, we returned to beautiful Winter Park in the center 
of the state where I lectured at the well-attended annual 
meeting of the Florida Audubon Society 


before starting 


south to Key West. This active organization numbers John 
Storer and many other fine ornithologists among its mem- 
bers; John being mentioned particularly because we've used 
his book on basic ecology, “The Web of Life,” 
conservation workshops. 

Interesting enough, we found that the theme of the 
year for the Florida society was the water resources of the 
State. Even with a normally high rainfall end the Atlantic 
and Gulf of Mexico on three sides, fire and continued un- 
pianned drainage of the great marshlands and swamps, as 
well as over-grazing and cutting of timber are beginning 
to cause intelligent Floridians to think seriously about this 
important subject. There is much pulling and hauling 
between cattlemen, vegetable growers, lumbermen, real 
estate developers, sugar corporations, Army engineers and 
industry about the use of water. And many wildlife species, 
like the little Key deer and the Everglade kite, are rapidly 
losing out. 

Some people, however, are concerned about ‘these 
things and I think that at the end of National Wildlife 
Week it is worth quoting Aldo Leopold’s epitaph to the 
vanished passenger pigeon: “For one species to mourn the 
extinction of another is a new thing under the sun...

Transcribed, 
the recorded interviews total 
more than 80,000 pages and 
more than 250,000,000 words. 

Some of the material in this 
vast cache of memoirs is con- 
troversial; some downright ex- 
plosive. But all of it is invalu- 
able as raw source materials to 
be drawn upon when the formal 
history of our era is written. 

Obtained by assuring persons 
willing to talk into the tape 
recorder that whatever they say 
will be sealed away for as many 
vears as

they may specify, some 
tape-recorded memoirs 
are amazing in their candid de- 
tail. In at least one instance 
the material will remain sealed 
until after the turn of the next 
century.

The Oral History Project 
came into being late in 1948 
when Prof. Nevins decided that 
a remedy had to be found for 
the peculiar crisis historians 
were facing With each year, 
less and less day-to-day _his- 
torical reference material was 
heing preserved. For hundreds 
of years history had been writ- 
ten from documents, diaries, let- 
ters, notes and voluminous rec- 
ords faithfully kept. But with 
the coming of the airplane, the 
telephone and the practice of 
face-to-face conferences, the old 
sources have been vanishing and 
the historian often has little to 
work with except boiled-down 
records of a particular confer- 
ence or cryptic notes kept of 
some telephone conversation. 

Nevins decided that today’s 
history should \be sought from 
the people involved before they 
had “taken their memories into 
death's dateless night.” From 
the start, the scheme worked 
with surprising ease. Experi- 
ence soon demonstrated that the 
average public figure could dig 
from his memory sufficient de- 
tail to fill an average of 200 
pages when the tapes had been

| DIDN'T SEE all of “Out of Darkness” on CBS-TV because 


I saw enough’of it to think that it out to be repeated. 
Mental health is the country’s number one medical problem and 
this was certainly the most ambitious attempt to tackle it both 
comprehensively and yet se simply that most anyone could 


understand it. 


Heroine of the show was a 
catatonic woman—a woman 
who could not er would not 
speak — in the Metropolitan 
State Hospital, Norwalk (Calif.). 
This was quite a bold step on 
the part of writer-producer Al 
Wasserman and executive pro- 
ducer Irving Gitlin because it 
was quite possible that the 
woman, an actual patient, would 
not respond to treatment in 
which case they would have 
wound up with thousands of 
feet of film but not much of 
a show. 

Happily she did respond, 
enough at least to give the 
show a hopeful ending. Either 
by luck or design, Wasserman 
had a heroine with a haunting, 
unusual face on which were 
clearly mirrored her fears, her 
withdrawal from the world, her 
“rich life of fantasy.” Another 
happy choice was that of Dr. 
William C. Menninger, one of 
the nation’s top psychiatrists, 
as narrator. Menninger has a 
warm personality, an abundance 
of plain ordinary common 
sense, and a marvelously un- 
complicated prose style.

THE PROBLEM OF mental! 
disease, as Dr. Menninger 
pointed out, is entirely a matter 
of degree. There is not one of 
us who has not suffered gome 
of the fears and insecurities 
that tormented this girl, who 
has not withdrawn at least 
briefly from the world into a 
world of fantasy. Whether you 
are a hospital case or not, de- 
pends on how far you withdraw 
and how long you've been away 

This factor gave “Out of 
Darkness” a universality of 
appeal that should have been 
deeply moving to anyone above 
the age of six. Beginning with 
her arrival in the hospital, mute 
and withdrawn, the camera fol- 
lowed the girl during a two and 
a half month period of extreme- 
iy delicate and precarious psy 


chotherapy with Dr Louis 
Cholden, Los Angeles psychia- 
trist. 


The girl knew she was being 
filmed but the actual photogra- 
phy was done through one-way 
glass so as not to intrude on 
the doctor-patient relationship. 
With heart-breaking slowness, 
Dr. Cholden won the girl's con- 
fidence and got her to speak 
haltingly of her conflicts to 
take part in the routine of the 
hospital, to re-enter the world 
of people. There was a very 
moving scene with her husband, 
a remarkably patient and an- 
derstanding fellow, telling the 
mute girl of the home he had 
waiting for her and imploring 
her to speak because he wanted 
to hear the sound of her voice.

this trancelike state was never 
explained. Perhaps there were 
reasons why it couldn't be told 
but this omission was the only 
weakness in an otherwise splen- 
did show. 


I have always had some res- 
ervations about medical shows 
on television simply because 
many of them are about sub- 
jects wnich I feel are the bust!- 
ness of the physician, not of 
me. To the laymen they are 
not even very enlightening and 
in some cases they can even be 
harmful by needlessly fright- 
ening people. “Out of Dark- 
ness’ was a conspicuous excep- 
tion I don't see how anyone 
could sit through an hour and 
a half of it without finding out 
something about himself, his 
own inner conflicts and the 
way his mind and his emotions 


work In that respect, this 
was a genuinely educational 
program, and considering the 


importance of the subject, it 
should be repeated. 


As a sort of counterpoint te 
the actual story, Orson Welles 
read portions of a remarkable 
book written anonymously al- 
most 100 years ago by a pa- 
tient in a mental hospital in 
Glasgow, Scotland. It’s a re- 
markably prescient book that 
reveals an insight into mental 
iliness that is ahead of its time 
even today, and Welles read it 
beautifully. Still, I don’t know 
that this part was very neces- 
sary.

The Symphony's 


Immediate Future | 
|

HE st Louis Symphony 
Tid. has closed its 
1955-56 season with its 
plans for the future not wholly 
clarified. The reasons for this 
may be found in the situation 
of its conductor, Vladimir 
Golschmann, who undergoes a 
change of status beginning with 
next season and whose future 
relations with the orchestra 
have not been publicly defined. 
The fact that a number of 
guest conductors will appear 
with the orchestra during the 
coming year indicates that the 
Board of Directors is consider- 
ing several possible future ar- 
rangements. Whatever they may 
be it seems likely that the or- 
chestra must go through an 
interim period without a single 
artistic director who can be 
held accountable for all phases 
of its performance. This is not 
unprecedented. The orchestra 
once played for three seasons 
with guest conductors. The dis- 


advantage of such an arrange- 


ment is that the orchestra can 
never adjust its style to the 
personality of any one conduc- 
tor: and discipline suffers to 
some extent. It has advantages 
for the public however. It 
brings variety to the concerts 
and afford an opportunity to 
observe the effects of differing 
leadership upon the quality of 
the music performed. 

— * * 

IN ANY CASE the symphony 
board will be considering long 
time as well as short time con- 
sequences in making its deci- 
sion. It will be an important 
one. but the men and women 
who have shouldered’ the 
responsibility for symphonic 
music in St. Louis should be 
allowed to make it without too 
much coaching from the grand- 
stand. 

While staying within the 
limits of justifiable heckling it 
is possible to point out that 
the bad effects of an interim 
period can be minimized. But 
first of all the natural conse- 
quences, other than those men- 
tioned. of a system of guest 
conductors should be consid- 
ered. 

The conductor who comes to 
St. Louis for one, two or three 
weeks is naturally disinclined to 
undertake works that require 
advance planning. He is more 
or less limited in his choice of 
programs by the amount of 
rehearsal time that he will have 
with the orchestra. He is fur- 
ther limited by the necessity 
of adjusting his programs to 
those of his predecessors and 
successors. Moreover he can 
take no part in forming policies 
that affect the children’s con- 
certs or educational concerts 
In short an integrated and 
enterprising season cannot be 
successfully worked out by 
someone whose contact with 
the orchestra and local condi- 
tions is limited to one or two 
weeks.

AT THIS POINT it {ts per- 
tinent to consider just what the 
function of an American sym- 
phony orchestra should be 
There was a time, perhaps, 
when it could justifiably oper- 
ate like the art museums of 
50 years ago Which were reposi- 
tories of a past culture and 
nothing more. The symphony 
orchestra which hopes to have 
a maximum effect on the com- 
munity cannot possibly be satis- 
fied with a static role. It 1 
not only conceive of music ¢;s 
a living and changing art but 
must neglect no phase of music 
that lies within its capacity and 
which does. not duplicate the 
work of other organizations 

A case in point is the oper- 
atic literature. Most American 
cities have no professional opera 
because of economic factors 
that need not be labored. Yet 
the operatic literature has an 
importance that cannot be real- 
ized through the performance 
of a few overtures. So the 
presentation of opera in concert 
form or quasi-dramatic form— 
as in the recent case of Mozart's 
“Cosi Fan Tutte’’—is an indi- 
cated activity for orchestras in 
cities that have no opéra sea- 


sons. This would not only fill 
a void but would also introduce 
a stimulating variety to its gen- 
eral program 
a. a . 
A GOOD MODEL for what 
might be done in the way of 


operatic programs was provided 
by the hitherto mentioned per- 
formance of “Cosi Fan Tutte.” 
This: performance, however, 
came in a “package” and a sys- 


tematic attempt to include oper- | 


atic literature would undoubted- 
ly require the local selection of 
soloists and perhaps the train- 
ing of a chorus. None of this 
can be attempted while the or- 
chestra is on a guest conductor 
basis 

In short the best possible ar- 
tistic program as well as the 
best possible performing tech- 
nique requires permanent lead- 
ership. Yet a season, perhaps 
two seasons, of guest conduc- 
tors "gay be necessary before 
the symphony board is in a po- 
sition to determine the shape of 
#hings to come. 

It would not be impossible 
however, to have an interim 
eonductor, a qualified musician 
who for reasons of his own 
would not expect a permanent 
post. In that way the line of 
continuity could be preserved.

“OASIS” BEGINS by express- 
ing gratitude for the “tangibles” 
that art teachers impart—prin- 
ciples of perspective and com- 
position, color theory, use of 
tools and materials.

“OASIS” CONCLUDES with

imagination from the time he

HUME-RULE VOTE 


Elections April 3 on Wheth- 
er Freeholders Should 


— = 


The question whether boards 
of freeholders should be named 
to draft home-rule charters for 
( ion and Berkeley will be 


before the voters of those cities 
in connection with the munici- 
pal primary elections April 3. 

In both cities, special elec- 
tions have been scheduled to 
coincide with the  primariés. 
Voters will first decide whether 
the treeholders should be 
named and then choose 13 of 
them for the purpose of draft- 


g a charter. In the event the 
voters disapprove this first step 
toward a charter, the freehold- 
ers concurrently named would 
not serve. 

A home-rule charter for Clay- 
ton was proposed by a subcom- 
mittee of the Clayton Citizens 
Advisory Committee which 
noted the rapid growth of the 
city and suggested it ought to 
have a government compatible 
with its size 

The report specifically recom- 
mended that the police chief, 
police judge and collector, all 


elected officials at present, 
should be appointed by the 
mayor. It also suggested the 
creation of an administrative 
assistant to the mayor to handle 
office detail. The report has 
been indorsed by the Clayton 


League of Women Voters. 

There will be 18 names on 
the ballot for the 13 positions 
on the board. 

In Berkeley, where the voters 
will ballot on a similar ques- 
tion, there are 26 candidates for 
the board.

NEW MICROSCOPE. 


AT WASRINGTON U. 


$25,000 Electron Device Is. 
Third of Kind in 


Use There.

The Washington University 
School of Medicine has ac- 
quired a new, $25,000 electron 
microscope, it was announced 


yesterday. The device will be 
the third of its kind at the uni- 
versity. 

Dr. Edward W. Dempsey, 
professor of anatomy at the uni- 
versity, who pioneered in the 
use of the electron microscope 
here, said new research projects 
employing the device made 
necessary the acquisition of a 
third instrument. 

The electron microscope is 
capable of 100,000 times magni- 
fication, as compared with 
magnification of 1000 to l ina 
conventional microscope. 

Dr. Dempsey said scientists 
can now detect hitherto Iinvis- 
ible viruses in human cells

Abandoned, It Serves 
to Recall Unsolved | 
Killing of Negro 
Leader and Wife. |

MIMS, Fla., March 24 (APp)— 


Spiders Sprang from their hid- 
ing places among the piles of 
books, papers, pamphlets and 
letters which littered the floors 
of the deserted cottage.

tled along the baseboards and 
across the faded walls, and a 
leather Bible clung with mil- 
dewed strength to a copy of a 
book entitled 
Devil.”

On Christmas night in 1951, 
Harry T. Moore and his wife, 
Negro school teachers, lay sleep- 
ing in the northeast bedroom of 
the six-room cottage in an iso- 
lated area near Mims. The yel- 
low and green trimmed cot- 
tage, surrounded by an orange 
grove and bushy shrubbery, sets 
back on a narrow dirt road 
some distance from the main 
highway, where few travelers 
are seen. 

Home Is Bombed. 


At exactly 10:20 p.m. on that 
Christmas night, a bomb or 
bombs exploded to make one 
of the most sensational un- 
solved murder cases ever fre- 
corded in Florida 

Moore was a former teacher 
in Negro schools'in Titusville, 
Mims and Cocoa, and at the 
time of his death was executive 
secretary of the Florida unit of 
the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored Peo- 
ple. His wife was a _ public 
school teacher 

The Moores occupied the bed- 
room in the corner of the cot- 
tage directly beneath which the 
bomb was placed. The corner 
of the house with the porch in 
front was splintered. The rest 
of the house was practically 
undamaged. Elsewhere in the 
house, Moore's mother, Rose 
Moore, 71 at that time, and 
their daughter, Anna, were 
sleeping. They were unhurt. 

The bombing at Mims fol- 
lowed several other bombings 
in the Miami area which were 
attributed to racial disturbances. 

The mystery of the Mims 
bombing may remain a secret 
forever. 
iff H. T. Williams reported re- 
cently that nothing new in the 
way of leads had been uncov- 
ered, although every clue had 
been run down. 


House Unwanted. 
The cottage has remained un- 


occupied, unrepaired and un- 
wanted since the crime. The 
deteriorating effects of time 


and weather have taken their 
toll 

Few residents in Mims care 
to discuss the bombing. Men- 
tion of the subject brings on a 
quick freeze and nine times out 
of 10 the subject is changed im- 
mediately. Those few who are 
willing to discussthe case auto- 
matically lower their voices to 
a whisper. 

“We heard the explosion that 
night,” a white resident re- 
ported. “It shook our house, 
although we live a good ways 
from the Moore cottage 


“Right after the explosion 
there came a thin, high, crying 
noise, like a sickened baby, 
from the general direction of 
the cottage. We learned later 
it was the woman calling for 
help.” 

Because of its racial implica- 
tions the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation sent investigators to 
Mims, where they remained, 
sifting the evidence for days, 
working in so-operation with 
Sheriff Williams. Reporters and 
photographers from widely scat- 
tered points arrived by planes 
to cover the case 

Thousands of letters in boxes, 
trunks and scattered about the 
cottage contain evidence of 
Moore's activities in behalf of 
his race Many of these mis- 
sives contain pleas for help from 
Negroes all over Florida. They 
speak of unfair charges of rape, 
murder and robbery which have 
been placed against them. Many 
contain newspaper clippings. 

Unschooled Prose. 


Some of the letters addressed 
to Moore are examples of un- 
schooled but graphic prose, 
such as the one from southeast- 
ern Florida as follows: 


“Dear sir: I addres these few 
remarks to you to aquaint you 
of my conditions of living, 
which, from all points, just ain't 
good. This is the way it was 
] was working for a doc. He 
lost a pistol. I don’t see no 
pistol anywhere. But just the 
same I am put in jail. One hour 
later they find the pistol. I 
want you to do what you think 
can be did for recovering my 
guee name on this pistol busi- 
ness. More better than writing 
is explaining with talk, but 
walking to see you would wear 
out my feet.” 

Many of the mildewing books 
in the Moore cottage paint a 
comprehensive picture of the 
couple's life. 
hymnals and 
“Outlines of 
“National Government of the 
United States.” There are scrap- 
books of school work, carefully 
written diaries of their daily 
lives andWedgers full of notes 
and meeting reports. 


A small desk and other easily 
lifted articles of furniture, re- 
main untouched, along with 
giass jars full of home canned 
fruit. It is surprising that van- 
dais have left these usable arti- 
eles in the deserted house.

Home Job 


Prospects 
Improved

WASHINGTON <INS) 
Home building prospects have 
improved so much in recent 
weeks that the industry !s be- 
ginning to worry about pos- 
sible shortages of cement, con- 
struction’s prime ingredient. 

Concern over cement sup- 
plies was voiced at a just con- 
eluded executive board meet- 
ing of the National Association 
of Home Builders during which 


NAHB leaders took a new 
reading on the housing situa- 
tio! 

While there was agreement 
that home building 1s on the 
upswing, NAHB says builders 
are “a little concerned about 
supplies of cement and glass 
for picture. windows.’ Other 
materials are expected to be 


in adequate suppiy during the 
year. 

Despite estimated output of 
800,000,000 barrels of Portland 
eement this vear, the Govern- 
ment has warned that “local 
shortage will still occur” be- 
cause construction outlays may 


reach a record-breaking total 
of 44 billion dollars in 1956. 
Highway Work Up. 

The construction rise in- 
eludes a 12 per cent jump in 
apending for highway construc- 
tion, one of the prime consum- 
ers of cement. Enactment of 
President Eisenhower's multi- 
billion dollar highway program 
by Congress also may intensify 
the problem unless cement out- 
put rises further 

Aside from the cement sit- 
uation, NAHB’s findings, based 


on reports from 16 areas across 
the country, indicated improve- 
ment in the housing outlook 
from the gloomy forecasts last 
winter of sharp cutbacks in 
1956 home building. 

NAHB found a reduction in 
the backlog of unsold homes, 
a perk-up in customer demand 


for new houses and an easing 
in the scarcity of mortgage 
monev. The feeling was that 1,- 
200.000 new dwellings would be 
built this vear 
Reaches Annual Rate. 

The meeting ended as the 
Rureau of Labor Statistics re- 
ported another mild upsurge 
in home building in February 


—the second straight month of 
rising output 

RIS said builders started 
72000 new homes last month, 
a 5 per cent increase over Jan- 


vary. Output was still down 
about 14 per cent from the 
record 1955 levels, but for the 
first time since November 
home building was running at 
an annual rate of 1.2 million 
units 

In all sections of the countrys 


last month, home building was 
on the increase atid a general 


bulge in the number of build- 
ing permits issued portended 
brisk spring bousing output

Architects Hellmuth, Obata & 
Kassabaum in association with 
W. P.. Manske have brought to 
final design stage plans for the 


first unit of new campus-type | 


development for the Good Sa- 
maritan Home for the Aged on 
a six-acre tract at 5200 South 
Broadway on a bluff overlooking 
the Mississippi river. Present 
location of the home, which is 
affiliated with the Evangelical 
and Reformed Church, is at 4500 
Washington avenue 

The first new building {fs in- 
tended to provide accommoda- 
tion for 150 residents and will 
represent a 50 per cent increase 
over present capacity. When the 
campus plan is complete, it is 
expected capacity may be in- 
creased to 400. 

The move to new and larger 
facilities is in response to “a 
desperate need,” it was stated 
by the Rev. Hermann Koenig, 
director of the Good Samaritan 
Home, which will observe its 
100th anniversary next fall. 

An investment of approx!- 
mately $1,000,000 will be re- 
quired for the first stage of the 
campus plan, according to Her- 
man Gieselmann, president of 
the Good Samaritan board of 
trustees, who stated that a cam- 
paign would soon be launched to 
supplement funds _ presently 
available 

The large wooded campus site 
rises from Broadway and then 
slopes toward the river, so that 
the main building entrance will 
be on the second of four stories 
A small one-story wing at the 
entrance will house administra- 
tive offices, and the rest of the 
entrance floor will be occupied 
by a lobby, living room, dining 
room, kitchen facilities, a large 
recreation and hobby area, and 


a small chapel.

TRUTTING BRASS BANDS played funeral and picnic parades 
by day and dances at night when jazz spawned in New 
Orleans 50 years or so ago. These Negro bands had a 
traditional instrumentation—one or two cornets, clarinet, trom- 
bone, guitar, bass and drums—which set a polyphonic sound 
pattern for the jazz of years to come. The contagion of their 
music was caught by white bands and one of them, the Original 
Dixieland Jazz Band, made the first jazz recordings—in New York 
in 1917. Dixieland eventually became the public's pet name for 
this type of ensemble jazz. But seriqus students of jazz, mean- 
while, have kept busy boning up on the subtle differences be- 
tween the original New Orleans jazz and its hybrid, Dixieland. 

These differences—and similarities—came up for analysis 
at the most recent class of a course in jazz being offered at 
Washington University. An expert in the class was quick to 
point cut that both are characterized by improvised counterpoint 
interspersed with solos; that Dixieland has a stronger level of 
tension, while the New Orleans style has a more relaxed and 
easy rock about it. On the latter point there was agreement 


from the clarinetist of a band of St.Louis musicians gathered 
together for purposes of demonstration. Old enough to have 
bridged both styles, he played “Careless Love” first relaxed, then 
taut. The pianist testified he had played jazz for a long time 
without knowing there was a difference. 

The course began with a session devoted to ragtime piano, 
recalling the pre-World War I era when St. Louis was known 
as the ragtime piano capital of the world. Charley Thompson, 
who won the Missouri ragtime championship in 1916, explained 
the ragtime style and played his own well-known composition 
“Lily Rag.” When Negro blues was the subject, another veteran 
jazz musician living here, Rufus Perryman, who recorded under 
the name Speckled Red, came before an audience once more to 
play piano and sing.

HIRTY-FOUR OF THIS COUNTRY’S top amateur soccer 
players battled for places on the United States Olympic 


soccer squad in a hard-fought game here last Sunday 
With the participants divided into teams from the East and 
West, the game ended in a 1-1 deadlock, but this outcome 
was unimportant. Individual performances were what 
counted, for the contest actually was the final tryout for the 
Olympic squad. 

Having survived a long series of eliminations that 
started last November, the players represented the cream of 
the nation’s amateur soccer crop—some 3000 in all. Keen- 
ness of competition for the coveted Olympic berths was ap- 
parent in their rugged yet polished play. Most interested 
spectators at the exhibition, held at Public Schools Stadium, 
were the 10 members of the Olympic soccer committee 
Theirs was the difficult job of choosing the 15 men to go 
to Melbourne, Australia, in November. They also selected 
nine alternates who will replace squad members unable 
to make the trip. 

St. Louis and New York maintained their reputations as 
the country’s leading soccer centers by placing four men 
each on the squad.

Complete Meal, Baked in the Oven 


Baking potatoes are placed alongside the 


chops, then brushed with butter. Pan 


placed on lowest rack of oven. 


COMPLETE DINNER that can be cooked 
in the oven all at once is a boon to 
the housewife on unusually busy 

days, and to the career woman. Mrs. Mary 
Louise Bohn, home economics director of 
Laclede Gas Company, prepares the full 
menu for this oven dinner in just a few 
minutes, then has an hour and a half for 
other things while it bakes. 

Pork chops are arranged on a rack in 
shallow baking pan (the broiler rack is per- 
fect), then seasoned with salt and pepper. 
Well - scrubbed potatoes are pricked lightly 
to release steam, then are brushed with 
melted butter and placed on same rack. 
Pan is slid into lowest part of oven. Each

hat Good is a Physical Checkup? 


NEW YORK. 

N 1907, PRESIDENT Theodore Roosevelt, shocked 

| that so many Army and Navy officers were fat or 

otherwise physically unfit, issued an unusual 

order —— and set a precedent in this country for once- 
a-year physical examinations. 

Under the order, each officer was to receive an 
annual checkup. In addition, he had to prove his fit- 
ness by walking 50 miles, riding a horse 90 miles and 
bicycling 100 miles. Each of these tasks had to be 
performed on three consecutive days — that is, walk- 
ing 50 miles on each of three days, riding 90 miles on 
three separate days, etc. Strict time limits were im- 

Little wonder that the officers involved felt “Teddy” 
was using a special kind of “big stick” policy on them. 

Fortunately, the physical examination has become 
far less rigorous through the years. In 1922 the Ameri- 
can Medical Association put its stamp of approval on

physical checkups. Since then everyone — school chil- 
dren, parents, the aging — has been told repeatedly 
to get periodic examinations. 

Yet, after all these years, doctors know that millions 
of Americans fail to heed that advice. A recent survey 
in the state of Washington revealed that only 3 per 
cent of all visits in a year to doctors’ offices were for 
health checkups. If that figure can be projected across 
the U.S., it is indeed alarming. 

After all these years of talking about health exams. 
perhaps the two big reasons for letting them slide are 
these: 1) the fear of many people that the doctor will 
actually find something wrong; 2) the naive but wide- 
spread notion that “what happens to Joe could never 
happen to me.” 

Take the case of a young woman I know. This 
woman visited her home town after many years and 
suddenly felt heart palpitations. Knowing that her 
father had died of heart disease, she began to worry. 
For weeks she fretted —- but she did not go to a doc- 
tor. The palpitations, she thought, had sealed her 
doom. 

Finally, fearing the worst, she did visit a doctor. A 
simple examination and discussion showed that noth- 


ing was wrong with her heart. The palpitations were 
caused by her meeting an old male acquaintance 
for whom the flame apparently had not yet gone out 

In itself, that case offers broad, general reasons wh) 
a physical exam is important to you. It may serve to 
stop, or cut down, needless worry concerning you! 

Conversely, if it shows 
that something is wrong, it also may open the way [or 
you to receive the benefits of exciting, new medica!

3) Habit changing. As part of the examination, 
your eating, sleeping, working and leisure habits should 
be discussed by you and your doctor. Where those 
habits are bad, they should be changed. Obviously an 
examination is a failure if the patient, advised to get 
more sleep, cut down on his smoking, etc., fails to do 
so. (Incidentally, the bird that most overweight pa- 
tients claim they eat like is actually a vulture. ) 

Our tough competitive living produces people who 
are compulsive about work — to the detriment of their 
general health. For example, | know a man who con- 
siders it a requirement of his job to count the number 
of paper clips in each box received at his office. As 
part of the checkup, work habits should be discussed 
and changed if necessary. 

4) Adaptation. This high-sounding word narrows 
down to a simple idea: Are you getting fun and satis- 
faction out of living? How you adapt to your family, 
job, church and community should be taken up as 
part of a physical exam. (Remember, seven out of 
10 physical complaints have nothing to do with purely 


From puberty to 
around age 35, he receives “institutional physical 
exams’: he ts examined in school, in the armed forces, 
in connection with his job, by voluntary health agen- 
cies. Young women, before, during and after child- 
bearing, are supervised carefully by their doctors. 

Thus, from birth to age 35, we are examined pretty 
thoroughly without actually seeking it on our own.

What should a physical cover? 


A good physical examination can’t be 
carried out in the rush of a busy office 
schedule. Let the doctor have enough 
time to do it. The ability of patient and 
doctor to relax and talk things over is 
the basis of a good exam. 

Such an exam will take a minimum 
of one hour, although many doctors 
set aside as much as three or more 
hours for the purpose. First the doctor 
gets a good “history” of the patient; 
that is, information concerning the pa- 
tient’s past illness, health and habits, 
etc. More and more’ physicians are 
using time-saving questionnaires such 
as the 200-question Cornell Medical 
Index to get this data. Such question- 
naires take 15 to 20 minutes to fill out 
before the examination begins. 

The ordinary physical exam will 
focus special attention on the follow- 
ing: skin, eyes, mouth, teeth, tongue, 
thyroid gland, lungs, heart, blood pres- 
sure, stomach, pelvis, rectum. In addi- 
tion, it will cover the “neurological” 
side — reflexes, muscle tone, responses 

to heat, cold, pinprick. 

Laboratory tests in this exam should 
be made on blood and urine. Stools 
should be examined for blood. Bloed

sedimentation rate, to detect infection 
and tissue destruction, should be in- 
cluded. There should be a chest X-ray, 
an electrocardiogram (EKG) of the 
heart, a vaginal “smear test” for 
women. Further tests should be indi- 
cated by the patient’s symptoms. 

Now a few final words of advice: 

Don't become upset if you are called 
back to the doctor's office for a retest. 
This is necessary in a certain percent: 
age of cases. 

Don't let finances bar you from get- 
ting a physical. Your family doctor will 
listen to reason in this department. And 
somewhere in your community there's 
likely to be a clinic where exams are 
given at low cost — or free. 

Don't allow a morbid fear to keep 
you from the doctor’s office.

A new look at ex-manager 


Durocher:

HOLLYWOOD. 
Next month, when the 1956 major- 
league baseball season opens, among the 
familiar faces missing will be that of 
Leo Ernest Durocher. After 31 years as 
a player (one of the greatest fielding 
shortstops ever) and manager (Brook- 
lyn Dodgers,.New York Giants), Du- 
rocher astonished the whole sports world 
last fall by signing a one-year contract 
with NBC-Television and “retiring” to 
California. 

Inasmuch as the contract will gross 
him $81,000, a good many people have 


been wondering just what he does to 
earn it. What is a man who practically 
grew up in baseball doing in TV, anyway? 

To begin with, Durocher has appeared 
on Wide Wide World, Matinee, The 
Comedy Hour and other shows. But he 
was not signed primarily as a performer. 
Says an NBC executive: “Durocher was 
hired as a jack-of-all-trades, a trouble- 
shooter.” 

Thus last October he was given a small 
office here, a secretary and a peck of 
troubles. 

“The first one they handed me,” he re-

calls, “was the Dean Martin case. Seems 
Martin isn't happy.

The guy takes an 
apartment and calls up NBC for a tele- 
vision set. When the set comes it's only 
a small job — 14-inch screen.

Then 
1 call the office and tell them to send 
Martin a 21-inch set and that will keep 
him happy. They say, “Who's gonna pay 
for it?’ ‘Look, I explain, ‘we're negoti- 
ating a new contract with these fellows 
We're about to pay them $375,000 a 
program.

Let’s be real big and give 
him the set for Christmas.’

This life of hobnobbing . with show 
people and sponsors and occasionally ap 
pearing On video appeals greatly to Du- 
rocher. The pace is notably different 
from baseball's. “You don't have that 
pressure on you all the time to win,” he 
declares.

Actually 
thats why I retired from baseball 
Couldn't spend enough time in California 
with my family. | Durocher was married 
in 1947 to actress Laraine Day. They 
have two adopted children: Michele. 12. 
and Christopher, 10.]} I think I spent two 
months in 12 out West. 

“When a man hits 50 he slows down, 
he gets tired, his sense of values changes 
Let’s face it: I'd had it in baseball.

MAGNIFICENT MIME 


Marcel Marceau captures American 


audiences without saying a word

CHICAGO 
This week a flour-faced little Frenchman 
with a mop of unruly curls ts wrapping up 
here the surprise-hit tour of the current U.S. 
entertainment season. He is Marcel Mar- 
ceau, a slight, gentle man of 33 who pulls 
down $10,000 a week for clowning on a 
bare stage without ever speaking a word. 

Probably the world’s foremost practi- 
tioner of pantomime — that almost lost art 
of silent acting —- Marceau was brought to 
New York last fall for a limited run at a 
small, off-Broadway theater. An overnight 
smash hit, he went on to two large New 
York playhouses (he broke all attendance 
records in the bigger one), three major 
TV shows, standing-room-only in Philadel- 
phia, Boston, Washington, Canada, the 
West Coast — and a side trip to Japan. No 
other foreign artist in memory has whipped 
up such a storm in this country’s tight the- 


atrical circles, then gone on to capture the 
hearts of millions-of Americans who never 
have been inside a Broadway playhouse. 

In his 242-hour, one-man show, Marceau 
mocks the whole human race and his audi- 
ences love it. He plays to them largely with- 
Out props and scenery, a lone white figure 
against a black back~drop; his only assist 
comes from spotlights and occasional off- 
tage music, to which he laughs, cries, struts, 
glides, sprints, fumbles and stalks butter- 
flies. 

For half his program, Marceau is Bip 
(see cover), a helpless clown with sad eyes, 
fawn-gray jersey, baggy pants and a pre- 
posterous top hat with its long-stemmed 
flower. Bip plays hob with human frailties 
and conventions. In his misadventures with 
imaginary bumblebees. traffic cops, sub- 
ways, bumpy train rides, odd-sized dance- 
hall partners, lions that refuse to be tamed, 


ice Skates that won't support his ankles, a 
throbbing sore finger (see photos above), 
Bip is foredoomed to failure. He ts a time- 
less and universal clown with whom his 
audiences can happily identify themselves 
The balance of Marceau’s show is de- 
voted to such simple but effective vignettes 
as a person walking against the wind, into 
the sea, up the stairs or over a tightrope 
Youth. Maturity, Old 
Age and Death, which introduced Marceau 
to U.S. video audiences last fall. This bit 
lasts less than two minutes yet movingly 
depicts the whole life cycle with a few well 
chosen moods and movements. It best bears 
out Marceau’s 
mime:

own definition of panto- 
“The art of expressing feelings by 
attitudes and not a means of expressing 
words through gestures 

Due to the pace of his current tour, he 
was forced to leave his wife and two sons 
home in their modest Paris flat. “We live 
near all the great artists,” boasts Marceau, 
who was born on a farm in a village near 
Strasbourg. 

The wordless theater has fascinated him 
for as long as he can remember. “When | 
was a boy,” he recalls, “my mother took me 
to see Charles Chaplin's silent moving pic- 
tures ... He made us laugh and cry, purged 
us of our misfortune, showed us a thousand 
tricks... It was then I determined to be- 
come a mime.” 

To enteftain himself and his friends, Mar- 
ceau spent endless hours imitating birds or 
assuming the shapes of plants and trees. He 
created his first mime company by recruit- 
ing teenagers off the streets, now owns the 
only mime company in the world. 
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When he was 20, he became a pupil of 
-trenne Decroux, once France’s master of 
mime. For Marceau, the apprenticeship was

like starting all over again, “for though 
there is no art without inspiration, ol 
course, there is just as surely no form with 
ul technique.” 

the total effect of Marceau’s work 1s a 
hard-won illusion. As in any other art or 
athletic activity, the mechanics of the per 
lormance must be covered up. Balance, 
grace, muscular control, the right gesture 
it the right moment — all come from years 
Ol Sweat 

But despite its rigorously exhausting de 
mands on the human body, Marceau likes

Actually 1 was 
introduced by the Greeks and Romans, was 
revived in the Middle Ages and again with 
the Italian Comedy. The white-faced Pier- 
rot and the dancing mime-acrobats of the 
19h century foreshadowed U.S. comedy 
films 

loday Marceau creates his acts in abso 
lute privacy, then tries them out on his sons 
and his 24-year-old wife, Huguette, a for- 
mer French actress. It takes him from eight 
months to a vear to work up a new act. He 
surrounds himself with mirrors and keeps 
a cold. objective eye on his work. “In the 
mirror.” he says, his face flashing fire, “you 
must be absolutely lucid and true. You go 
out of your body. If you love you, you are 
lost .. ¢ oming before the audience at last 
is like the bullfight — the moment of truth!” 

U.S. audiences have left him little time 
to see this country. Between daily naps, 
however, he frequents the corner drugstore, 
on which he is working up an act. 

Marceau likes to leave his audience in a 
gentle mood. “If they laugh or cry too 
much at the end, they forget it is an art. It 
is like eating too much. You must leave 
them a little hungry.” 

When Marcel Marceau heads for Paris 
next week. he will leave behind him a good 
many hungry Americans. Their pangs, how- 
ever, need last only till next fall — when 
the silent, magnificent creator of Bip & Co. 
will be back for another tour. o

If Christe had intended a book 
to be the sole authority for His 
teaching, would He have allowed 
centuries to pass...and hundreds 
of millions to die ... before mak 
ing it available? If the very souls 
of men depended upon this book, 
would He not have worked a mir 
acle of multiplication as He did 
with the loaves and fishes? 

Catholics, of course. share with 
other Christians a deep reverence 
for Holy Scripture.

Any time a contestant walks off the TV screen 
with a $32,000 or $64,000 prize, the big 
issue that rages across the country is what 
he ought to do with the windfall Investing 
the other fellow’s money seems to be the 
great new national indoor pastime. 

It’s unlikely you'll ever have to worry about 
investing a really large windfall. But many 
times a family suddenly finds itself with a 
modest stake —-from an inheritance, say, 
the sale of a house or a damage award 

What would you do with $5,000 in “found” 
money? You'd find you had a large number 
of self-appointed advisers, all very likely con- 
tradicting one another. In fact, even if you 
consulted professional financial men you'd 
get furiously opposed opinions. The major 
argument among the pros is whether to keep 
money in fixed-value investments like U.S. 
“E” bonds and savings. institutions, or put it 
into stocks to offset inflation. (It is assumed 
you have adequate life insurance and cash for 
current needs. ) 


The Glamor of the Market 


Undoubtedly fixed-value investment is the 
safest, but it also is the least glamorous. The 
postwar boom has attracted thousands of 
little investors to the stock market. You now 
can buy blue-chip stocks on installments, just 
like a refrigerator. Salesmen for mutual 
funds, which pool small stakes to buy stocks 
under skilled supervision, are knocking on 
almost every door. In Salt Lake City, you 
can buy uranium shares at real-estate offices 
for a few dimes a share. 

The stories of nest eggs rolled up in the 
market are indeed glamorous. Take the first 
of the clubs that have grown into the National 
Assn. of Investment Clubs. Fifteen years ago, 
in Detroit, 10 friends met and agreed to put 
up $10 a month each. In 14 years they in- 
vested $18,434 in stocks, took out $16,582 
and still had securities worth $56,000. 

Who can resist such excitement? Savings 
bankers and other conservative financial men 
can. They say yes, it’s true there are greater 
opportunities for increasing your stake in 
stocks —- but there also are greater risks. 
The long-term trend may be inflationary, but 
there are dips. You may need your money 
just when things are tight. 

Both sides have truth in their camps. They 
merely overlook each other's arguments. If 
you ever get your hands on money to invest, 
you can hedge both ways. A friend of mine 


had the problem of investing a small inheri- 
tance for his 4-year-old daughter. One ad- 
visor recommended a “defensive” (depres- 
sion-resistant) stock such as a public utility, 
which would yield about 5 per cent. But the 
executor of the estate insisted on a bank or 
building-and-loan association. The father ju- 
diciously split the money between the two. 

The unique chart below lists the most 
popular investments by yield, safety and 
hedge value. It shows at a glance that the 
higher the yield, the more risk and work. 

For example, insured savings-and-loan as- 
sociations generally pay 3 to 3% per cent. 
But you can get up to 5 in associations that 
don’t carry deposit insurance. Real estate 1s 
rated most worry, because rental property 
requires management 
pate in one of the syndicates that pool small 
investors’ funds to buy large properties. Mu- 
tual funds generally yield less than buying 
stocks outright but involve less risk. 

What about annuities? They yield 2-2% 


unless you partici- 


percent and are wholly safe. Must commonly, 
however, they are a goal of periodic saving, 
sometimes in combination with insurance. 
For investing a $5,000 windfall, here is a 
nicely hedged formula (which would apply 
equally to smaller or larger sums by dividing 
them proportionately ) : 
Annual Yield 


$1,500 in stocks at A% $90 
$1,000 in mutual fund at 414 % $45 
$2,500 in savings at 3% $75

You would satisfy none of your self- 
appointed advisers. But you would get an 
average return of 4.2 per cent which would 
double your money in 16 years, and could 
face either more inflation or a spell of de- 
flation with an easier mind. s
